Indians to bo Instructed in the Arts of 
Feac-e and Industry. 
W ashington, December 10th.—A com­ 
mission, consisting of Dishops B. Whipple, 
of Minnésota. Colonel John V. Wright, of 
Tennessee, and Major C. W. Larrabee, of 
Indiana, officers appointed under an Act 
of Congress to negotiate with certain tribes 
and bands of íudians in Minnesota, Da­ 
kota, Montana, Idaho and Washington 
Territory, have submitted to General At­ 
kins, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, a 
report of their operations up to December 
1. 1886. The report says that two separate 
and distinct agreements have been effected 
as the result of their negotiations—one 
with the Indians of the White Earth, Leech 
Lake, Cass Lake, Winnebago and White 
Oak Point reservations, and the Gull River 
Bank, and the other with the Indians of 
Ked Lake reservation. By the terms of the 
agreement with the former, and other scat­ 
tered bands ol Cliippewas concluded Au­ 
gust 11, 1886, the unoccupied lands of the 
W hite Earth reservation are thrown open 
for all the tribes arid bands of Chippewas 
in Minnesota, the Indians now occupying 
the reservation (which contains about 
800,000 
acres) 
being 
first 
permit­ 
ted to make selections 
for them­ 
selves. 
The quantity of land each 
Indian will be entitled to receive under the 
agreement is as follows: Each head of a 
family, 160 acres; single person over 18 
years of age, 80 acres ; orphan child under 
18 years of age, 80 acres : any other person 
under 18 years of age. 80 acres. The In­ 
dians are to have the benefit of. and to be 
subject to the criminal laws of the State in 
all offenses, the penalty for which is death 
or imprisonment in the State penitentiary. 
Provision is made for the support of In­ 
dians removing to White Earth, to be con­ 
tinued until they are able to take care of 
themselves, but in no event to exceed two 
years. Each head of a family anti each 
male Indian over 18 years ol age, when he 
becomes a permanent resident upon his 
allotment, will De provided with a com­ 
fortable bewed-log house, cook stove, yoke 
of oxen, plow, wagon, and cow, an ax and 
other implements of husbandry. Each In­ 
dian shall have five acres of land broken 
for him, and be provided with seed for the 
first crop. Industrial and district schools 
are to be established for all children on the 
reservation. 
To enable the Government to carry out 
these designs, the Indians cede a large 
tract of land belonging to them north of 
Leech lake, which is to be sold upon the 
most advantageous terms possible. The 
agreement contains several other provis­ 
ions intended to protect persons and prop­ 
erty. and improve the moral condition of 
the Indians. 
By the terms of the agreement with the 
Red' Land band of Chjppewas, concluded 
August 23, 1880. about two-thirds of their 
reservation—or an area estimated to con­ 
tain over 2,000,000 acres—is ceded to the 
United States, to he sold for the benefit of 
the Indians. The portion ceded embraces 
a vast timber zone, said to be of almost in- 
calulable value. The report says that these 
Indians require immediate help, and it 
was agreed that the United States should 
advance $10,000, to be expended in the 
building of an Agency, a saw and grist 
mill, and in the erection of comfortable 
houses and the purchase of certain peedfnl 
implements. Schools are to be provided, 
as in the case of the White Earth Indians. 
As with the White Earth Indians, the 
criminal laws of Minnesota are extended 
over the reservation in certain cases. These 
agreements cannot become operative until 
they are approved by Congress. 
THE .JERSEY STYLE. 
A VYountied D urli t W hacks Away a t Hi* 
A dversary. 
T renton (N. J.), December 10th.—Public 
attention here has been diverted from the 
Aldermanic scandal by a widely-circulated 
report yesterday of a duel said to have 
taken place on the Pennsylvania side of the 
Delaware river, opposite this city, early 
yesterday morning. The principals in this 
affair of honor are said to be a Trenton 
druggist and a sporting man of this city, 
and the difficulty which led up to the en­ 
counter is said to have had its origin in a 
dispute as to the rights of the belligerents 
to pay court to a pretty Jersey belle. The 
immediate friends of tlie interested parties 
to the alleged duel decline to talk, but a 
geutleman who said he knew all about the 
hostile meeting, and how it resulted, said : 
“ There were seven persons in the party, 
which left Trenton at dawn yesterday 
morning. One of the seconds was a Prince­ 
ton student. A Trenton physician also 
went along. The hill near the old brewery 
at Edgehill Grove was the site selected. 
The regulation distance was paced off, and 
the principals took their positions. Re­ 
volvers were the weapons. The first shots 
exchanged went wide of their respective 
marks. At the second fire the sportiDg 
man fell to the ground, being shot by the 
druggist. The bullet had entered his left 
shoulder. While he lay on the ground he 
fired on his antagonist and struck him in 
the right shoulder. The two duelists were 
then driven back to town, but unless their 
wounds prove serious, won’t divulge their 
names."

N ew York. December 10th.— While 
Judge Weed was at dinner at his home in 
Jersey City last evening, a carriage stopped 
at the do >r, and a richlv-dressed young 
giri alighted. She was assisted from the 
coach by a young man of tawny corn- 
Íilexion.' The girl wore a sealskin dolman, 
hack satin dress and diamonds. Her com­ 
panion was dressed in a Prince Albert coat, 
black waistcoat and trousers, and wore a 
white tie. They entered the house and 
told the Judge they were Cloud Foot, one 
of the Indians attached to the Buffalo Bill 
show at Madison Square Garden, and An­ 
nette Copeland, of Brooklyn. Cloud Foot 
was 28 years old, and the rirl gave her age 
as 17. They asked the Judge to marry 
them. The Judge refused on account of 
the girl's age. This is the third white girl 
who has eloped with a full-blooded Indian 
since Buffalo Bill’s show has been here.

A SENSATION IN COURT. 
N ew Y ork. December 10th.—At the 
McQuade trial to-day ex-Alderman Duffy 
was again on the stand and subjected to a 
continuation of the cross-examination by 
lawyer Newcombe. His redirect examina­ 
tion was begun by Nicoll in trying to ex­ 
tricate the testimony of witness from its 
muddled condition. To the question asked 
if Duffy had sworn falsely on the tirst trial, 
witness replied that he had made a mis­ 
take. as he had a poor memory. 
"M r. Duffy," spoke up the Recorder, 
" yesterday you testified that you swore 
falsely before the Senate committee, be­ 
cause you were told to so testify. Who 
told you what to testify ?” 
" Newcomb." answered Duffy. 
Newcomb arose, his face pallid and his 
tips blanched. At this point he uttered : 
" If the Court please I ask permission to 
take the witness stand in my own behalf in 
regard to this matter." 
The Recordersaid that Newcombe should 
be allowed to make a statement, but that he 
would not have any .-peeeh-making. 
Duffy was then dismissed. 
John F. Thompson, a broker, swore that 
on the 16th of December. 1884, McQuade 
bought stock from him and paid for it $5,­ 
987. in bilis of large denominations. 
Newcomb took the stand and stated that 
he had received two letters threatening him 
with personal violence if he would not “ let 
up" on ex-Alderman Duffy. He wished 
read in Court a paper constituting the writ­ 
ten statement by the Aldermen, made at 
the time of their engagement of him as 
their counsel before the Senate committee. 
In this statement they one and all denied 
that they had any connection with the al­ 
leged bribery. 
Ex-Alderman Charles B. Waite was then 
called as a witness for the people. Waite 
retold his version of the events of the year 
1884. It did not differ from his story told 
on the former trial.

National Capital Notes. 
W ashington, December 10th.—Thedeath 
of Representative Dowdney, which was 
announced to-day, swells to twelve the 
death list of the Forty-ninth Congress. It 
is as follows : Vice-President Hendricks, 
Senators Miller of California and Pike of 
New Hampshire, Representatives Ellswood 
of Illinois, Itankin of Wisconsin, Hahn of 
Louisiana, Beach, Arnot and Dowdney of 
New York, Price of Wisconsin, Cole of 
Maryland, and Duncan of Pennsylvania. 
The President was so much improved in 
health to day that he was able to resume 
his public receptions. In addition, he re­ 
ceived about fifty callers in his private 
office, most of whom were members of 
Congress. 
In a recent dispatch to the State Depart­ 
ment, Mr. Tree, American Minister at 
Brussels, reported that the Government of 
the Independent State of Congo, has con­ 
tracted for the establishment of a regular 
line of Belgian steamers between Antwerp 
and the Congo.

The Government has received, through 
the British Legation in Washington, an of­ 
ficial invitation to participate in an Interna­ 
tional Exhibition, which is to be held in 
Manchester, England, next year, to cele­ 
brate the jubilee of her Majesty s reign. 
The object of the exhibition will be to 
illustrate, as fully as posible, the progress 
made in the development of arts and man­ 
ufactures during the Victorian era. 
Sudden Dratli of a Congressm an. 
W ashington, December 10th. — After 
reading the journal. Campbell of New 
York announced, with sorrow and regret, 
the death of his colleague. Abraham Dowd­ 
ney. and offered resolutions expressive of 
the regret with which the announcement 
be received by the House, and providing 
for a joint committee of the Senate and 
House to attend the funeral. The resolu­ 
tions were unanimously adopted, and the 
House, as a mark of respect, adjourned un­ 
til to-morrow. [Representative Dowdney 
died at his residence, in Madison avenue, 
New York city, at 5 o’clock this morning. 
He was stricken with apoplexy while enter­ 
ing his home last night.] 
Pacific Coast Ship-Building. 
W ashington, December 10th.— Irving 
Scott, of the Union Iron Works, San Fran­ 
cisco. arrived here last night, from New 
York. He expects to have all the papers 
for the construction of the cruiser Charles­ 
ton, at Sail Francisco, executed so that he 
can start for home withia two weeks. Mr. 
Scott does not think that hereafter the 
owners of steamship lines on the Pacific 
coast will go abroad to purchase steam­ 
ships. He thinks the award of this con­ 
tract means the rapid development of ship­ 
building on the Pacific coast. 
The* Knights and the Blair Bill. 
W ashington. December 10th.—The Na­ 
tional Legislative Committee of the Knights 
of Labor had a consultation this afternoon 
with Senator Blair, Chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Committee on Education and Labor, 
with regard to the attitude to be taken by 
the Knights toward the Blair education 
bill. The result of the interview will be 
forwarded to the General Executive Board 
frith a recommendation of the bill, and if 
the Board approves, the Legislative Com­ 
mittee will try to secure the passage of the 
bill at this session. 
Tlie Oil Panic. 
P ittsburg, December 10th.—The oil mar­ 
ket took another tumble this morning, 
prices declining nearly five cents. There 
was no cau*e for the drop, except the un­ 
certain feeling prevailing, which deters 
dealers from buying. The market opened 
feverish at 70. and a general rush to unload 
followed. There were no buyers however, 
and values slumped off of their weight to 
651, when confidence was restored a little 
by a few purchases coming in. The price 
reacted to 68 at noon.

O’CONXOK’S WAR. 
He Has It all A rranged for February 
Next. 
London, December 10th.—O’Connor ca­ 
bles to the Star from Loudon of the 9th : 
A European war is now definitely looked 
for. The commencement of hostilities is 
expected in February next, at the latest, if 
the weather at that time should permit 
military operations on the enormous scale 
necessary to carry out the plan of cam­ 
paign supposed to have been decided on. 
It is generally believed that Russia hopes 
to be first to move, springing upon Austria 
without warning. Travelers returning here 
from Russia report extraordinary secresy 
in military quarters and ceaseless move­ 
ment of troops toward the German and 
Austrian frontiers. The work on ironclads 
is being pushed with feverish haste. Arse­ 
nals and navy yards are reported to be 
working night and day. It is believed here 
that the situation is the deliberate creation 
of Bismarck. 
MEXICO. 
Public Sentim ent Opjmstnl to Cupital 
Punishm ent. 
City of M exico, December 10th.—Pub­ 
lic opinion in this country is so strong 
against the infliction of capital punishiqent 
that it was not generally believed that 
Francisco Del Moral, whose execution was 
set for yesterday, would suffer the full 
penalty of the law. His crime was the 
atrocious murder of a French resident of 
this city nearly two years ago. His case 
has occupied much attention, and the 
French Minister, in his private capacity, 
even went so far as to ask that his sentence 
be commuted, but President Diaz refused 
to allow the law to be interfered with, and 
the criminal was shot by a file of soldiers. 
He died bravely, protesting his innocence 
to the last. 
FAVORABLE TO A NEW TREATY. 
City of M exico, December 10th.—Presi­ 
dent Cleveland's expression of a desire for 
negotiation for a new commercial treaty 
with Mexico has been well received by the 
press and Government of tnis country. 


CANADA. 
A rrangem ents Progressing for a Pacific 
Ocean Cable. 
Montreal, December 10th.—Within the 
past month immense strides have been 
made toward the realizing of a Pacific cable 
scheme, and now every prospect is that it 
will be an accomplished fact at an early 
date. Sanford Fleming,.speaking of the 
matter yesterday morning, said : “ A com­ 
pany lias been formed, under the name and 
title'of the Pacific Telegraphic Company, 
limited with a capital of £2,000,000, in £10 
shares, for the purpose of establishing, 
maintaining and working telegraphic and 
other communications between Australia, 
New Zealand and other islands in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean, and also with Africa and 
America. Articles of incorporation were 
registered in London within the present 
month. A subsidy of £50,000 per annum 
is expected from the home Government, 
while it is anticipated that the various 
Colonial Governments will co-operate 
regarding this matter. Operations will not 
be commenced until all the Governments 
interested are heard from." 
INCREASED ITS EARNINGS. 
St. Paul (Minn.). December 10th.—A 
Winnipeg special to the Pioneer Tress says 
the earnings of the Canadian Pacific for 
November were $1.073,000, against $815,000 
for the same month last year. 


Thirteen Persons Drowned. 
London, December 10th.—A life-boat 
was wrecked at Southport, while endeavor­ 
ing to relieve a distressed vessel, and thir­ 
teen persons drowned.

London, December 10:h. — Intelligence 
from ¡southport says another life-boat crew 
ventured out into the rough sea oft' that 
port to-day to assist a vessel, and were also 
lost. 
TWENTY-SEVEN LIVES LOST. 
Later.—Three lifeboats left Southport to 
assist a distressed vessel. The latest report 
says that the crew of one of the boats suc­ 
ceeded in rescuing the men on the vessel, 
but the two other boats capsized, and it is 
believed that twenty-seven persons were 
drowned.

G hastly Discoveries Made in the Mud 
Flats of the Bay. 
San F rancisco. December 10th—[Spe­ 
cial.]—A few days ago, in the mud Hats of 
the bay. near the Potrero, in the southern 
part of the city, a skeleton was found. This 
led to prospecting tlie locality for means to 
identify the bones, with the result that the 
next day another skeleton was unearthed, 
and to-day a large number of bones were 
brought to tight. In the ghastly coilection 
there are no less than seven skull», and the 
femers and tibias found represent the re­ 
mains of fifteen persons. The locality 
where the bones were found is 
astir with tales 
Of foul deeds and wholesule murders. The 
fact that two of the skulls have holes in 
them is believed to confirm such a suppo­ 
sition. Another theory is that they are 
the bones of pauper inmates of some pub­ 
lic instiiutions that have been dumped into 
the bay by men employed to bury them, as 
the easiest way ol disposing of them. A 
full investigation will be made by the 
Coroner.

The Big E arthquake of 1868. 
“ TJhere is nothing that will take the 
Iining out of a man quicker than an earth­ 
quake." remarked Captain E. P. Cunning­ 
ham, of Northport, Me., a retired ship­ 
master. a few days ago. Tlie Captain spoke 
from experience, having been at Arica ia 
the Belfast ship Northern Chief at the time 
of the earth'piake of August 15 and 14, 
1868, which involved the loss of 500 lives 
and $12,000,000 worth of property. The 
shocks were followed by a tidal wave, in 
which the United States storeship Fred- 
onia was wrecked, with tlie loss of all 
hands, and the United States steamer 
Wateree, a large iron double-ender, was 
carried live miles inland, where the hull 
still remains. Tlie Fredonia was dashed 
to pieces on the rocks. Another ship, 
with two anchors down, was lifted on the 
wave so 
that 
her 
anchors 
were 
clear of the bottom, and she then 
spun round anti round tike a top. 
The only vessels that escaped were 
the Northern Chief and another Maine ship 
commanded by Captain Watts, of Rock­ 
land. They took a sheer off instead of on 
shore, and, as Captain Cunningham de­ 
scribes it. went out to sea as though a dozen 
tugs had them in tow. They were carried 
ten or twelve miles out. and received no in­ 
jury. 
The fortified Island of Aiacran, 
which defends the harbor of Arica, was 
submerged three times, all the garrison 
perishing. The first wave, which rose to 
about forty feet, was succeeded by three or 
four others of less bight. Among tlie curi­ 
ous effects of the earthquake in the vicinity 
of Arica, was the opening of the earth anil 
the disclosure of a targe number of mum­ 
mies which had been buried in sand in a 
sitting position, facing the sea. in a ceme­ 
tery covering a large area. Captain Cun­ 
ningham. who visited the spot, said the 
heads sticking up made it look like a field 
of potatoes.—Belfast Journal. 
The Garfield H om estead. 
Since the preliminary education of Abram 
and Irwin in the Cleveland public schools 
the mother has had no further desire to 
live in a city. She has ordered her man­ 
sion in Cleveland sold, and has decided to 
make her future home at Mentor. She has 
here added to the modest frame house of 
her husband a palatial "Queen Ann" struc­ 
ture which cost $30,000. It is the most im­ 
posing home in the country, although the 
hew part is behind and wholly subservient 
to the old house in which the President 
lived. This stil! remains the head and 
front of the Garfield home, although re­ 
modelled to confirm with the addition. A 
$30,000 addition to a $5,000 house is a curi­ 
osity in modern architecture, but sentiment 
for the past and its illustrious dead inspired 
it. There are probably sixty rooms In 
both old and new houses. They are fur­ 
nished in modem style and with considera­ 
ble elegance, and there is an air of aristoc- 
racv about the interior which Gaifield 
in his life did not know in his own home. 
Although the house is far in the country it 
has all the conveniences of a city home, in 
plumbing, gas-fitting and steam-heating.

A Scentless Gunpowder.—A substitute 
for gunpowder, primarily intended to re­ 
place the gunpowder used on the stage, has 
been invented. It is made chiefly of phos­ 
phorus. and, the cartridges being exceed­ 
ingly thin, the whole charge disappears 
completely. The detonation is as great aa 
that produced by gunpowder. The flame 
is as vivid and the smoke as dense, but it 
possesses no smell. The explosive, fired at 
six paces, left no trace on a sheet of 
white paper, whereas the plug from an 
ordinary stage musket left at that distance 
an ugly black mark. The cost of the new 
explosive is about one-tenth that of gun­ 
powder.—Exchange.

vented th e realization of h is dream . A aron 
B u rr is also quoted as an o th er b rig h t and 
sh in in g advocate of filibustering principles, 
in th e advancem ent o f h is ow n fondest 
hopes—w ith th e difference only th a t his 
lines did n o t extend so far south. 
E verybody rem em bers th a t 
notorious 
young adventurer, W illiam W alk er (born 
In N ashville, T en n .), w ho in 1853 organized 
an expedition for th e conquest o f th e M ex­ 
ican State, Sonora. 
H e was un ab le to 
e v a d e th e vigilance o f local au th o rities till 
late in O ctober o f th a t year, w hen he sailed 
w ith a few follow ers an d landed at L a Paz, 
on th e southeastern coast o f Low er Califor­ 
nia. 
T hough he received considerable re­ 
in fo rcem en ts in th e spring of ’54, lack of 
funds aDd provisions com pelled h im to 
disperse his party w ith o u t having accom ­ 
plish ed an y th in g . 
R etu rn in g to th e U nited 
otates, h e surrendered h im self to th e a u ­ 
th o rities, an d w as tried for violation of 
n eu trality , b u t, strangely enough, w as ac­ 
q u itted. 
H is h ard experiences, how ever, h ad not 
subdued th e sp irit of ad v en tu re w ith in him , 
a n d th e very n ex t y ear (1855) h e sailed for 
N icaragua w ith only sixty-tw o m en, deter­ 
m in ed to tak e advantage o f th e internal 
troubles in th at State. 
O f course th e p re­ 
tended object of his expedition—as well as 
th a t of several later ones w hich, at th e ter­ 
m in atio n o f th e w ar betw een the U nited 
S tates an d M exico, exer;ed them selves to 
set on foot in th e form er co u n try various 
m ilitary expeditions designed to operate in 
S panish A m erica—was th e em ancipation of 
th o se countries from ty ran n y , dom estic or 
foreign, an d the in troduction o f dem ocratic 
principles after th e m odel of th e U nited 
States.

A n d of his successors w as th eir own ag­ 
grandizem ent by re-enacting th e p art o f 
th e o riginal S panish conqueror.

In his am bition to im perialize M exico by 
th e establishm ent of an E m pire, and she 
w ill surely th w art any E uropean effort to 
straighten out th e dom estic affairs o f M ex­ 
ico, even if to do so she is obliged to recog­ 
nize th e new R epublic.” 
In a w ord, he believes th a t w hen th e 
tim e for outside interference arrives, th e 
new R io G rande R epublic w ill have a t­ 
tained such respectable proportions th a t the 
U nited States w ill be glad to recognize its 
belligerent rights, and th a t his Socialistic 
C onfederation will n o t be long in solving 
the problem of its ow n destiny.

Som e o f th e D elights ot lleln g th e W ife 
o f a T u rb a n e d M usselm au. 


A ll w eddings in T urkey, am ong T urks, 
w h eth er in provinces or cities, are arranged 
by old w om en, and are com plicated, tedi­ 
ous affairs. 
T he bridegroom holds fete 
several days at his hom e for his m en 
friends, and th e prospective bride at her 
hom e w ith h er young friends—girls, of 
course. 
T he n ig h t before the w edding the 
m arried w om en o f h er acquaintance com e 
and cat the m arried w om an's d in n er w ith 
her, w hich consists principally, as Sam 
W eller w ould say, o f a “ sw arry’ of leg ot 
m utton and trim m ings. 
T h e n ex t day the 
bride is taken to the bridegroom ’s house in 
a sedan chair, w ith a retin ae o f slaves car­ 
rying her w edding presents on trays on 
th eir heads, covered w ith colored tariatan. 
T he procession is som etim es quite im pos­ 
ing. 
T he bride’s fem ale relatives are also 
there in the new hat cm u n til nightfall, 
and they retire to tb eir hom es, leaving the 
bride sitting on a sort of th ro n e vailed. 
T he bridegroom is then adm itted, and he 
is to throw him self a t the bride's feet and 
offer h er his w edding present of som e han d ­ 
som e jew elry, and beg h e r to raise her vail 
and strike him blind by h er beauty. Som e­ 
tim es he is struck du m b by her ugliness, 
for h e never looks on h er face u n til after 
th e weddiDg. 
W hen a babe is born in any house there 
is great rejoicing if it be a boy, less if a 
girl. 
T h e wife is proud for aw h ile; but 
T u rk ish w om en are not good m others. 
T h ey are too child-like them selves. W hen 
a girl is born to a S ultan, they tire seven 
guns : w hen a boy, tw enty-one. 
T he boys 
die earlv ; th e girls are m ore ap t to live. 
T h is is supposed to be a divine interposi­ 
tion of Providence to prevent too m any 
claim ants to th e throne. Babies are dressed 
like m um m ies in sw addling clothes for six 
m o n th s ; then th e boys are p u t in trousers, 
som etim es in G enerals’ o r Colonels’ u n i­ 
form s, regularly m ade. 
W hen the S ultan takes a wife no cerem o­ 
ny is considered necessary m ore th an to 
present his bride. 
T he new S ultan in h e r­ 
its all th e w idow s and slaves o f his prede­ 
cessor, and every year o f his reign, at the 
feast of th e R am azan, he receives a new 
one from his m other, and takes an y other 
girl or w om an to his harem w ho happens 
to strike h is fancy. 
Slaves w ho becom e 
m others are in stan tly prom oted to th e 
ran k of S ultana. 
Six m onths before th e 
feast of R am azan, th e V alide S u ltan a or- 
dets th a t all th e young candidates be 
b rought to her, and 3he chooses fifteen and 
som etim es m ore o f the lot. 
T hese are im ­ 
m ediately p u t under diet and training, and 
a t the beginning of the great feast she again 
chooses, and this tim e th e choice is final. 
A t th e evening of the appointed day the 
S ultan, upon retiring, finds his new bride 
standing nude, w ith folded arm s and low ­ 
ered eyes, at the foot o f his bed. 
A fter he 
h as retired she m ust lift th e bedclothes at 
tb e foot and craw l in to bed in th a t w ay as 
a sign of subjection. 
G irls arrive at legal m ajority a t 9 years 
o f age. and are frequently m arried at 10. 
C hildren of 12 and 13 aré often seen w ith 
babies o f th eir ow n. 
T hey are old at 25. 
T he old T u rk ish w om en have a hard lot of 
it. 
B evond a respect for age w hich thev 
contrive to inspire by tooth and n ail am ong 
o th er wives vounger th an they, th eir lives 
are not happy. 
Still, th ey arc provided 
for, and as lon¡* as a m an lives he feeds his 
fam ily, one and all alike.—Brooklyn M aga­ 
zine.

BREATHING THROUGH THE MOUTH. 
In her last letter to the Commercial Ga­ 
zette, C lara De Vere says upon th is su b je c t: 
T ight-dressing, though th e m ost serious 
hindrance to the habit of good brenthing, 
is not th e only obstacle. 
T here are care­ 
less ways of sitting and standiug th a t draw 
the shoulders forward and cram p the che3t. 
and it is as hard for the lungs to do good 
w ork w hen th e chest is narrow’ and con­ 
stricted as it is for a closely-bandaged h and 
to set a copy o f clear, graceful penm anship. 
T hen there at e lazy w ays o f breathing, and 
one-sided w ays of breathing, and the p ar­ 
ticularly bad habit of b reathing through 
the m outh. 
Now, the nose w as m ade to 
breathe tiirough, and it is m arvelously ar 
ranged for filtering th e im p arities out of 
th e air, and for changing it to a suitable 
tem perature for entering th e lungs. 
T he m onth has no such apparatns. and 
w hen air is sw allow ed through the m outh 
instead of breathed through th e nose, it 
has an injurious effect upon th e lungs. 
A 
story is told of an Indian w ho had a p er­ 
sonal encounter w ith a w hite m an, m uch 
his superior in size and strength, and w ho 
was asked afterw ard if h e was not afraid. 
“ Me never afraid of m an w ho keeps m outh 
o p en ,” was th e im m ediate reply. 
Indeed, 
breathing through th e 
m outh gives 
a 
foolish and w eak expression to th e face, as 
you m ay see by w atching anyone asleep 
w ith tbe m outh open. 
It m ay be noted 
th at an anoemic or iow condition o f the 
blood is seldom found w here th ere is an 
established habit of full, deep breathing 
w ith th e m o u th closed. 


DOMESTIC HINTS. 
H ashed M utton.—M ince a a onion and 
fry it in b u tter to a brow n color, add a 
tablespoonful of flour, stir well, pour in 
enough stock or broth to m ak e th e sauce, 
w’itli a dash of vinegar, pepper, salt and 
spices to taste. 
Let th e sauce give a boil, 
then strain it. and w hen cold p u t in th e 
slices of m eat, well trim m ed of any o u t­ 
side parts, and a good allow ance o f pickled 
gherkins cut in slices. 
Let th e w hole get 
w arm by a gentle sim m ering, and keep it 
h ot till w anted for fable. 
Serve. 
Boiled H o m in v .—W ash th e grain in tw o 
w aters, pouring boiling w ater on it, cover 
it. and let it sorfk all night, or for several 
hours. 
T hen p u t into an earthen pot or 
saucepan, allow tw o q u arts of w ater to 
each q u art of hom iny, and boil till per- 
feetly soft. 
T hen drain, put into a deep 
dish, and send to table hot and uncovered, 
to eat w ith m ilk, cream , or sngar and b u t­ 
ter. 
W hen cold, m ay be m ade into thick 
cakes and fried in butter. 
P otato S alad.—R ub a dish w ith ash allo t, 
arrange upon it som e cold boiled potatoes 
ut in slices; beat together three parts ot 
oil and one part, m ore or less according to 
th e strength o f it, of tarragon vinegar, w ith 
pepper and salt to taste. 
P o u r this over 
th e potatoes, and strew over all a sm all 
quan tity of any of th e follow ing : Pow dered 
sw eet herbs, 
parsley, 
chervil. Spanish 
onions, boiled beet, capers, or a com bina­ 
tion of them all, finely chopped. 
A L uncheon J)lsh .—T ake four egg.i, boil 
them hard, w hen cold shell them and cut 
them in h alf lengthw ise, take out th e yelks, 
beat into a sm ooth paste. 
To each egg al­ 
low a good slice *f butter, h alf a teaspoon­ 
ful of anchovy sauce, and cayenne pepper 
to taste. 
T his should all be thoroughly 
m ixed w ith th e yelks, then fill the w hite 
halves w ith this paste. 
Serve on a napkin, 
and garnish w ith parsler. 
F ish C urry.—P u t tw o pounds cod in soak 
for an ho u r o r tw o in salt and w ater : 
fry 
in b utter tw o sliced onions till browneti, 
pu t into a stew pan the b utter and onions 
and cut into pieces th e fish, then cover it 
w ith w a te r; m ix a tablespoonful of curry - 
pow der w ith a little vinegar, stew all gently 
together for about a q u arter o f an h o u r : 
serve like curried m eat, w ith rice around 
the edge of th e d ish . 
Rice Cake.—T ake a cup of cold-boiled rice 
and m ix w ith it very sm oothly a cup of 
prepared flour. 
A dd the beaten yelk o f an 
egg, a little salt, a tablespoonful of m elted 
butter, and m ilk of cream enough to soften 
in a th ick batter. 
Let it stan d an hour, 
then add h alf a teaspoon ful o f carbonate of 
soda, p u t in dry and w ell m ixed w ith th e 
m ass. 
Beat thoroughly and bake on a hot 
griddle. 
Codfish Steaks.—D ip the steaks in beaten 
eggs, th en in yellow earn m aal, and fry 
them a rich brow n in po rk fat. 
Before 
serving sp rin k le th e steaks w ith a little salt 
and pepper and lem on juice. 
Cold Cabbage S alad.—Chop tb e cabbage 
fine, sp rin k le it w ith salt and pepper and 
sugar, cover w ith one-third w ater and two- 
th ird s vinegar.

AN O L D -M S THANKSGIVING. 


Three years ago, daring a short visit to 
New York. I received a most cordial, and, 
indeed, pressing invitation from an old col­ 
lege friend to go with him to his New Eng­ 
land country house and eat my Thanks­ 
giving dinner. 
“ In the first place," he said, " I want 
you to meet my w ife; I want a good long 
chat on old times, and I wish to tell you 
the history of my place. 
It is our summer 
home, but we seldom, in fact never, go 
there in winter. 
I have, however, an espe­ 
cial reason for taking our Thanksgiving 
dinner at the old place. My wife has asked 
some of her cousins, and I, whose family, 
or what is left of it, is, as you know, scat­ 
tered to the four corners of the earth, want 
you, as my oldest and best friend, to be 
with us.” 
I readily agreed ; met my friend the day 
before Thanksgiving and started. His wife, 
probably on hospitable thoughts intent, 
bad gone before. The journey was quite a 
long one, for the house lay in'westeru Mas­ 
sachusetts, and some ten or twelve miles 
from the nearest station, but the road was 
delighlful, the air pleasantly cold, and the 
drive more than made up for the rather 
“ study " cars. 
The house was a large and handsome 
modern dwelling, the lower story of red 
brick and the upper of wood painted a dark 
Olive green, and was surrounded by veran­ 
das at least twenty feet wide. 
The situa­ 
tion was magnificent. Perched on the sum­ 
mit of a rough, rocky hill, an outlying and 
isolated spur of the mountains faintly visi­ 
ble in the distance, it overlooked an evi­ 
dently rich and lovely valley, through 
which ran one of the smaller tributaries of 
the Connecticut. 
“ This is beautiful, indeed," I said, in an­ 
swer to a look of my host, “ but from what 
you said of your place, X expected a moss- 
grown farmhouse of Puritan days, not this 
modern chtf-d o uvre of, I should judge, 
some Bostonian artist architect. 
" Well, thereby hangs a tale,” he an­ 
swered, “and that tale I shall tell you after 
your Thanksgiving dinner, which dinner I 
hope my wife has been able to improvise, 
but fear, poor girl, she will have had a 
hard task to accomplish at this season. But 
come in, come in, let me introduce you, 
and if you have any poetry or sense of 
beauty left in that old head of yours, you 
will forgive such a woman if she gives us a 
dinner of cold potatoes with tepid water to 
wash them down, and without even salt for 
a seasoning ! 
Besides, there are, I know, 
some pretty cousins, and we must, at this 
season, take all this as a sort of camping- 
out picnic." 
The " poor girl” who I knew had been a 
reigning belle in the most exclusive of Bos­ 
ton circles, and had brought halt a million 
or more to add to her husband’s estate, 
here came flying out bareheaded, and fol­ 
lowed by two children of six and eight, to 
greet her husband, and gave to me, as his 
friend, so cordial a welcome that I felt at 
home at once. She was both lovely and 
charming; the cousins were fully up to 
descriptions, and the house an ideal coun­ 
try home for rich and cultivated people. 
There were plenty of books, pictures and 
pretty things, but the place was not a 
vulgar curiosity shop, as are so many now­ 
adays. 
Thanksgiving Day 
dawned 
brightly, 
passed happily, faded into the evening and 
at 6 we assembled in the dining-room for 
our Thanksgiving feast. 
The dinner was perfect. 
I particularly 
remember some Chateau Yquem with our 
fish, a salad dressed by our host, and a cer­ 
tain red Bordeaux—a Chateau Haut-Brion, 
I think—just judiciously warmed, which 
were delicious enough to make an epoch 
in a man’s short journey through this vale 
of tears. 
At its close a servant appeared 
with a lighted candle and a salver contain­ 
ing cigars, and our hostess ggily said : 
“ Ladies, 1 hope none of you object to 
smoke. These selfish men must be in­ 
dulged, and you know they prefer their to­ 
bacco to our society—when they cannot 
have both. 
I generally run away and leave 
them until my attractions—or the coffee 
they know will be awaiting their coming— 
draw them to the sitting-room. To-day 
Robert has a story to tell, and, as these 
lords of cieation cannot do without their 
cigars, I propose we let them smoke while 
we listen." 
“ It is true," said our host, “ I have de­ 
liberately gotten you all down here, where 
I knew politeness would prevent your run­ 
ning away, to read you—don’t be alarmed, 
it's n o t' my new ptk-tn,’ nor the long-de­ 
sired ‘ original American play,’ no, it’s not, 
I hope, quite so bad as that. Indeed, I be­ 
lieve you all know I am as incapable of 
such treachery as I would be—of writing 
any kind of a’play or poem, which is say­ 
ing much. 
I will acknowledge this : You 
see that little woman there at the other end 
of the table? 
Yes? 
Well, I have, for the 
first time—except when I deluded her into 
marrying me—most outrageously swindled 
her. I have told her a cock-and-bull story 
about what I am to read to you, but the 
fact is, it is all about her, or, rather, her 
people. 
“ I’robably yon, who are of her blood, 
know that this house stands exactly upon 
the site of the home of her ancestors of 
some six generations ago. Some, as, for 
example, my friend sitting there on my 
little wife's right, do not know even that 
much. 
For the benefit of the latter I will 
sav that the place came to me in the very- 
prosaic manner of bargain and sale. I found 
it could be bought, purchased it, and, find­ 
ing the old house had entirely disappeared, 
built this one beside the great spring, and, 
as nearly as possible, over the Bpot where 
the former dwelling and its dependencies 
had stood. 
“ Owning the place where the people of 
my wife and children had lived some two 
centuries ago. I have tried to find out the 
details of its history, and have discovered a 
most charming story. 
The marked event 
refers to a Thanksgiving dinner eaten on 
this very spot in 1698. 
“ Now, I am not a New Englander, and, 
I fear, ranch less good a churchman than I 
Should be, but I think I have reason to give 
thanks. 
“ This house was built nearly fonr years 
ago. The first Thanksgiving day after its 
building we were abroad ; two years ago I 
had not learned its history; last year at 
this time that little woman over there, who 
bullies me dreadfully and rules me with a 
rod of iron ” (satirical smiles from the com­ 
pany), ” but whom I am foolish enough to 
be rather fond of, lay so ill that ‘ 5s that I 
almost feared—I mean I almost hoped I 
was about to regain my freedom.” 
(Here 
there was a rapid, loving glance shot down 
the table, a rather suspicious tremble in his 
voice and a most undoubted moisture in 
her eye.) 
“ Before my wife was out of 
danger both of our little ones were taken 
with scarlet fever and, to add to the trouble, 
my business affairs became involved and a 
lawsuit threatened a considerable part of 
our property. 
Well, to begin at a smaller 
end 1 won my law suit; my business m e ­ 
ters righted themselves into a better condi­ 
tion than ever before; the children came 
out of the fever unscathed, and as for my 
sm all tyrant over there, you can see that 
she is blooming like a rose in June RQd I 
know has to-day done full justice to the 
traditional turkey and mince-pie of her 
own providing. Now for my story of two 
hundred years ago : 
“ Among the e a r l y immigrants to Massa­ 
chusetts Bay 
colony was 
one sytnon 
Weatheringfield, a Puritan of Puntan», 
¿ i s son, Matthew, was, if possible, cast in 


even a harder m old; 
a deacon of the 
church, a good and law-abiding citizen, but 
without mercy for the weak feet which slip 
in miry places. 
Let ns hope that both 
merited heaven ; they must have been most 
uncomfortable companions on this poor 
earth of ours. Of Matthew's wife we know 
the name, of herself and character nothing. 
W e know she died young—probably happy 
to escape—leaving one child, to whom the 
father gave the name of Hezekiah. 
“ This Hezekiab, for all his uncomfort­ 
able name, seems to have been of an en­ 
tirely different temper from either father or 
grandsire. Of a soldierly and adventurous 
nature, he dirtinguished himself, while still 
a lad, as a * man-of-war ’ in repelling and 
chastising a band of predatory savages, and 
as an explorer of the then little known 
country that lay west of the feeble colony. 
" Two diaries, or rather parts of diaries, 
written by his wife and daughter, have, by 
some chance, or through the filial piety of 
some descendant, come down to us. Both 
are, most unfortunately, in a mutilated 
condition, but from them we find that 
Hezekiah was, in his beliefs, as strict a 
member of the church as either oí the older 
Weatheringfields. 
A pious, Clod-fearing 
man, but of gentle, sweet and loving na­ 
ture, his heart leaned ever to mercy. To the 
father a sinner was one who should be pun­ 
ished to the extreme limit of the law, and, 
if he continued in bis sin, to be rooted out 
from among the living as a pestilence. To 
the son the sinner was to be pitied, and, 
when asking forgiveness for one's own sins, 
should be humbly prayed for, that his heart 
might be changed. 
In due time Hezskiah 
took to himself a wife. She was the daugh­ 
ter of a well-known clergyman, and in 
those days the ‘ minister seems to have 
been as much of a leader in things tempo­ 
ral as in things spiritual. 
Weatheringfield 
was a ‘ man of substance,’ and Hezekiah 
could probably have become an important 
personage had such been his wish. But the 
life in the colonial town had evidently- 
grown distasteful to him. 
He loved the 
woods, to listen to the wind among the 
branches and to the songs of birds. Besides 
this, although of course it is not put into 
words in the diary which his wife kept 
from girlhood to old age. yet we can clearly 
read between the lines that the cold harsh 
father’s views and meddling advice made 
the young couple's life any tiling but a bed 
of roses. And now for the first we hear of 
a wondrously lovely place which the young 
man had seen on one of his youthful jour­ 
neys. 
" A tree-crowned hill, from whose sum­ 
mit gushed a crystal spring so copious as to 
form a little brook, that fell in music down 
the rocky bight. 
Around stretched a level 
and almost treeless va 1 >>-.( vidently at on ; 
time the bottom of a lake of considerable 
size before the deep and rapid little river, 
which now made a great loup around the 
solitary hill, had cut its channel through 
the ravine by which it at present reached 
the great stream beyond. The valley was 
rich and fertile and ready- for the plow. 
The river was full of fish. Game abounded. 
Fur-bearing creatures of all kinds were 
plentiful; bears and foxes in the woods, 
and a few miles up the river a colony- of 
beavers bad built a dam. 
To crown ali, a 
house placed on tbe hilltop could most eas­ 
ily be defended against the Indians. 
Mingled with these practical details are 
poetic descriptions of the beauties' of the 
scenery, of plain and river, wood and hill. 
For Hezekiab, notwithstanding his name, 
was a poet in feeling, and at times even in 
expression. This is proven by several short 
bits addressed—some to his wife, some to 
his daughter, but all carefully copied into 
both diaries. These I intend some day to 
print for private circulation. They are 
quaint, all tender and loving and half de­ 
votional verses, preserved by- chance, but 
they show the author to have been a true 
poet in a minor key-, and, in a rude, untu­ 
tored way, both a naturalist and a botanist. 
"A few months after his marriage we 
find that young Weatheringfield had hired 
a small ship.’ 
This he loads with house­ 
hold stuff, tools, etc., aud a young bulle 
and three cowes’—which last 
we fear, 
from subsequent entries, lie used to plow 
his fields with, for he certainly did plow 
and sow. and I hear ot no other "beast fitted 
for the yoke. The sailed from Boston around 
Cape Cod and. safely reached the calm 
waters of Long Island Sound. 
Here a 
number of days were lost at the mouth of 
the Thames, which the Captain declared 
must be the great river up which they were 
to sail. 
At length they reached the Con­ 
necticut. 
■Just here some pages are wanting. 
We 
kDow. however, that six stout fellows, 
probably carpenters and masons, had been 
brought to build ‘ye house and a greate 
stone walle, which shoulde encompasse ve 
house with its offyces as well as a greate 
sprynge.’ 
“The house, which was probably of lugs, 
is gone; the stone wall can be in some 
places traced, but tbe ‘great spring’ still 
pours out its sparkling flood, as we all have 
seen. 
“ The ship, which either waited for them 
or returned, sailed off with the six stout 
men, and Weatheringfield and his wife 
settled down to wbat, judging from her 
diary, seems to have beeii a sort of sensible 
married lovers’ picnic that lasted about 
half a century. They had some means— 
perhaps by friendly Indians—of at times 
getting letters from and sending news to 
the other world, and, at least once a year,a 
ship came to bring clothing, household 
articles, and now and then a few books, 
and to take away the skins of the beasts 
Weatheringfield trapped when he could 
spare the time from his farm and garden, 
the providing of fish and game for his 
table, and the cutting and hauling of wood 
for his fires. 
A year and two months after they had 
settled in their new home, there was born 
to them a daughter, whom they named 
Priscilla—a name that ray small tyrant 
yonder has inherited. Of her, her wonder­ 
ful doings and sayings, the mother's diary 
is henceforth full. She even, after a time, 
cut teeth, and did other a3 remarkable 
things. 
Before this a stout young woman 
had been sent for. and now, relieved of 
some of the domestic cares, we find the fair 
young mother and her babe as frequent 
companions to the husband and father 
when he went to the stream or forest. 
Be­ 
sides these notes there is a pretty little 
pastoral, entered under a certain date when 
Miss Priscilla must have been about a year 
old, with this head : ‘ Writ this daye by my 
deare husband, at nooning tyme, when we 
were in ye northe woods.’ 
' It begins rather pedantically, with 
‘Quuli/ mater: talie filia' which, being a 
dominie's daughter, let us hope she under­ 
stood. hut the picture it draws of tbe two is 
lovely. 
“ Indeed, allowing for all parental par­ 
tiality, I think they must have both’been 
fair to look upon. 
If my tyrant and her 
female relations were not present I might 
say how sad it is that the good looks have 
so entirely disappeared from the family. 
To return to my story. The father, in his 
verses, compares his daughter to flowers 
and other vague tliinpa, but the mother 
notes, as the child grows older, her soft 
and abundant hair, her white skin, her 
large and lustrous eyes, small hands and 
slender feet,' the most arched ’ she had ever 
seen. 
“ The years ran on, as they do with us 
all. 
A man and his wife were brought out 
to assist in the farming and a house built 
for them in the valley. Beside it was a 
long warehouse for the beaver skins and 
other peltries, which were now purchased 
in large quantities from the Indians. 
“ Well, one fine summer day there came 
a young Captain, who had left his ship in 
the Connecticut and been rowed in his 
barge to the warehouse, which stood just 
across the meadow from the foot of the 
hill. He was a handsome young fellow, 
the son of one of the principal merchants 
in Boston and, although now only four or 
five and twenty, had been for eight years 
at sea. 
He had gone to England at 16 for 
education, but after a year had run away 
from school and shipped before the mast 
on a vessel bound for the Indies. 
At first 
the father had been very angry, but find­ 
ing the son able to help himseif, and that 
he was already second officer on an India- 
man, recalled him home, had a ship built 
for him and provided him with capital 
enough to fill her with merchandise on his 
own account. 
For the masters of ships at 
that day were also merchants. 
He brought 
letters "to ilr. 
Weatheringfield, but. in 
such a place at such a time, any educated 
stranger was more than welcome; how 
much more this young fellow who had 
been 'round the world, had seen strange 
lands and sailed on unknown seas. 
’’ The name of Weatheringfield has, I be­ 
lieve, disappeared, but when I tell you that 
this youth was named Paul Marsdon you 
guess half my story, as it was my tyrant's, 
and I have told you that this place be­ 
longed originally to her family. 


"To Priscilla’s father and mother it 
came like a blow that their baby girl was 
a young woman. They had been loving 
her and admiring her for so long that it 
had never occurred to them that some one 
else might love her : that she had come 
to an age at which she might be wooed 
and won. 
" It was the old story. Her ‘ Prince 
Charming ’ had come, and before he left it 
was nrranged that he should return in a 
month and take father, mother and daugh­ 
ter hack with him to Boston, which the 
elders had not s ea for twenty years. As 
for the daughter, she had never been ten 
miles away from her wildwood home. 
‘•Weatheringfield was more than well- 
to-do. 
His father had died and left him 
his heir, f-o it was agreed that a house 
should be taken, and they should live in 
the city during the coming winter. 
In the 
spring tlie young Captain should have his 
answer. 
" Needless to say what it was. The win­ 
ter passed ; spring came, and a bride, half 
smiles, haif tears—a bride whose beauty 
had driven the youth of Boston to distrac­ 
tion, but who had been true to her sailor 
lover—left her mo'her’s arms to goon ship­ 
board. for her wedding journey was to be a 
voyage to England. 
" So soon as she had gone the father and 
mother sadly returned to the home they 
had planted in the wilderness, feeliug that 
the light of that home had vanished. 
" The diary of Mrs. Weatheringfield says; 
‘ The greetings to Mr. and Mrs. Wilson at 
the house by the landing (they had win­ 
tered on the hill but were now returned to 
their own dwelling), our reception by our 
faithful June, after so long absence, being 
over, and the supper which had been pre­ 
pared for us eaten, my dearest husband 
came and sat beside me, taking my hand in 
his. 
He did not speak ; nor did I. 
Our 
hearts were full. 
We may have sat thus 
for two hours, silent, when he said, softly, 
‘ Martha, the sweet fruit God gave to our 
love, thy child and mine, is but gone for a 
season. 
From other parents who, per­ 
chance, have loved their children as we 
love our darling, He. in His inscrutable 
wisdom, has snatched their treasure to 
place it in the tomb. 
Let us not grieve 
then, but rejoice and pray to His throne 
that He may grant us to see her again in 
good health and happiness. 
He who has 
made my days so pleasant by thy dear 
love, thy sweet presence and converse, is a 
loving God and a merciful. 
“ ’At his gentle words I could no longer 
contain myself, but cast myself upon his 
bosom and wept in a passion of tears such 
as I never felt before, not even when my 
child left me. But he, who is always so 
gentle, did not reprove me, although it is 
against our eustcm—nay, against decorum. 
He soothed me, and, when my sobbing 
was calmed, kissed me tender "and said : 
‘ Martha, God has been indeed good to me, 
but has given me a great charge in the care 
of so sweet and loving a heart. 
I pray I 
have not failed too grossly in my keeping.' 
At.this I could have again wept, but, kis3- 
in r him, retired to my chamber.’ 
“ Months passed before any word came 
from Priscilla. 
Letters from beyond the 
sea were rare and precious in those days. 
“ To their surprise hardly a fortnight af­ 
ter the receipt of the first there came an­ 
other epistle, this time dated from Boston 
aud sent by express across the country by 
a friendly Indian, 
it was directed to the 
mother, and bore the word ‘ Confidential’ 
underscored in the corner. The contents 
brought both joy and dread to the tender 
heart. 
Her child was in turn about to be­ 
come a m other! 
In this, lier first trouble, 
the young wife instinctively turned to her. 
" ‘ I must be with thee,’ she wrote. 
. 
" It was little alter the middle of Octo­ 
ber, hut the winter had, that year, come 
early. The rivers were frozen, and the 
snow lay deep as if it were December. 
If 
the hard frost held, travel would be com­ 
paratively easy. 
The Indian was ques­ 
tioned closely, for both Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Weatheringfield 
knew 
not only many 
words of the tongue of the surrounding 
tribe, but were entirely familiar with that 
strange sign-language by which ail Amer­ 
ican 
Indians, however 
different 
their 
speech, can converse. 
’• The journey could be made in sledges 
in six days, lie had come on foot in three. 
The snoiv had fallen wet, and was now 
crusted hard enough to bear. The Indian, 
who belonged to one of the tribes of the 
Six Nations, was an old acquaintance, and 
the fond mother told him who it was who 
was coming. The savage had seen Priscilla 
but, veiled and differently dressed from of 
old, had not known her. The Weathering­ 
fields had always been kind to him ; just 
and humane to all his people. 
H e thought 
for a moment, aud then said : 
" ’ Write! I had intended to have gone 
beyond the hills toward the setting sun to 
the cabins of my people. I will turn and 
go back to the sea. The sledges must not 
start! The red warriors have painted their 
faces and now move in the sacred war 
dance. Before the sun rises three times, 
in the middle of the night before the day 
on which the white man does not work, a 
circle of fire will encompass the citv by 
the sea. 
Every farm-house and every vil­ 
lage will be given to the ilames. Nonq 
are to be spared. 
Men and women, babes 
and those with the long white hair, all 
must die. 
W rite! 
Your daughter must 
not start. In less than two days I shall be 
in the city. 
Write and place on the out­ 
side .he words by which the house of the 
white man is found.’ 
“ The letter was written, and the Indian 
started on his return. 
Weatheringfield 
would have gone with him but the savage 
said : ‘ No. 
The trails are many and wide 
apart. 
If they have started we may not 
meet. Stay ; call your people up from the 
valley, and guard your house.’ 
He was 
gone. 
"Then came anxious days. The letter 
said the daughter so longed "for the mother 
that her husband had, unwillingly, assented 
to the journey overland. 
Had, with sailor 
ingenuity, prepared a sledge with a high- 
arched cover of sai! cloth, in which she 
could cither sit up or lie upon a mattress. 
■ It is a house'tbat moves,’ wrote the admir­ 
ing wife. 
Four sailors, armed with guns 
and pistols, were to go as escort and take 
back the horses. ‘ We start, sweet mother, 
before this can reach you, but do not ex­ 
pect our corning for five, or, perchance, six 
davs thereafter? 
"A week passed. No news. Some one 
of the household remained constantly on 
the watch, that there m ight not bo a mo­ 
ment's delay in the opening of the gates. 
“Another week began, dragged slowly to 
its close, and then a passing Indian, sulleu 
but not actively hostile, told the watchers 
that, although the great rising liad not 
taken piaos,yet wanderings bands had slain 
many whites. 
Farm houses bad been 
burned and every pale-face taken had been 
killed without pity. 
“ It was now November. 
Day after day 
went by. The wretched mother scarcely 
dared look into her husband's face for fear 
of seeing there what would confirm her 
own despair. 
“Another week, another, and then an­ 
other passed. 
The daily routine of the 
house went on, but in solemn silence. 
And now the morrow was tbe day pro­ 
claimed in which to keep the annual feast 
of Thanksgiving. 
Some word was spoken 
of it. 
“ ‘ Martha,’ said her hnsband, * let any­ 
thing you would have set forth on that day 
be prepared. The Lord gave ; 
perchance, 
in His all-wisdom, our finite nature cannot 
understand. 
He has taken away. Shall 
we not still say, ‘ Blessed be the name of 
the Lord ’ ? 
“ Thanksgiving Day dawned bright, but 
it dawned upon a house of mourning. The 
effort to prepare the usually so joyous feast 
made the gloom seem deeper from the 
memories it brought. 
•'It was almost on the stroke of noon— 
the dinner hour in those days—and hus­ 
band and wife, having, as was their custom, 
carefully dressed for the occasion, came 
iuto the’ ‘ living ’ room, which was also the 
one in which they ate. 
“ They had been so long watching that, 
although hope was well nigh dead, both 
walked to the window from whence could 
be seen the road by which the joy of their 
hearts should have come—should have 
come long weeks before. 
“The mother's eyes were dim with un­ 
shed tears, but not so blind that certain 
moving spots could not be seen upon the 
glittering snow. 
She turned to her hus­ 
band. 
His keener vision, trained by long 
experience in the chase, had already dis­ 
tinguished the horses and sledges, looked 
for so long in vain. 
‘‘ ‘Martha!’ he cried,‘Martha I it is she!’ 
‘‘It is useless to tell of the meeting. The 
travelers had been met by the Indian, who 
had guided them to the log huts of some 
trappers There they had sustained a three 
weeks' siege, and in all had remained more 
than a month. 


“Suffice it to say that the sailors w ere all 
invited to the feast, and that the dinner 
prepared in sorrow was eaten in joy. The 
wild turkey, a young gobbler, but a giant 
for his age, was stuffed with chestnuts. 
There was a saddle of venison served on 
pewter plates, made hissing hot. There 
were quail; there were pies of mince-meat 
and of the golden pumpkin; there was good 
Madeira, and—crown of the feast and sauce 
for ail meats—there were happy hearts, in 
which love reigned supreme. 
“ Soon the mother asked to be pardoned 
for leaving, and drew her daughter to her 
room. There, before the clock struck 12 
again there came into worid a man child— 
the first Marsdon born in this old home in 
the wilderness. 
" His mother wished to call it after her 
father. 
He smiled and said : 
‘ No, Pris­ 
cilla; it is too great a weight to carry 
through life to be named Hezekiah.' Then 
the family name was suggested; that was 
deemed too long, and was shortened to 
W'etheld, by which the boy was afterwards 
baptized." 
"W hy, that is my father's name,” ex­ 
claimed cne of the pretty cousins ; 
“ I 
always thought it Anglo-Saxon !” 
" It has,” replied our host, “ been a com­ 
mon name in the family ever since that 
Thanksgiving Day 200 years ago. And 
now 1 wish some one would pass me a 
glass of claret, for I am as dry as a fish, 
and then, if my little tyrant will ask us, 
we will go in and have coffee.”—A’. J.

W E L C O M E ! 


HOW GLTTYSM ’RG WAS LOST. 


A C riticism on th e P la n of R a ttle by a 
C o nfedérate G eneral. 
General E. M. Law of South Carolina, 
writing in the December Century of his ex­ 
perience at Gettysburg, tells ot" a proposi­ 
tion which he made to General Hood for 
an attack on the Union left, and says: 
“ I found General Hood on the ridge 
where his line had been formed, commu­ 
nicated to him the information I had ob­ 
tained, and pointed out the e lse with which 
a movement by the right Hank might be 
made. 
He coincided fully in my views, 
but said that his orders were positive to at­ 
tack in front, as soon as the left of the corps 
should get into position. 
I therefore en­ 
tered a formal protest against a direct at­ 
tack, on the grounds : 
First—That the 
great natural strength of the enemy’s posi­ 
tion in our front rendered the result of a 
direct^ assault extremely uncertain. Sec­ 
ond—That, even successful, the victory 
would be purchased at too great a sacrifice 
of life, and our troops would be in no con­ 
dition to improve it. Third—That a front 
attack was unnecssary—the occupation of 
Round Top during the night by moving 
upon it from the south, and the extension 
of our right wing from that point across 
the enemy's left and rear, being not only 
practicable but easy, fourth—That such 
a movement would compel a change of front 
on the part of the enemy, the abandonment 
of his strong position on the bights, and 
force him to attack us in position. 
“ General Hood called up Captain Ham­ 
ilton of his staff and requested me to repeat 
the protest to hjrii, and the grounds on 
which it was made. 
He then directed 
Captain Hamilton to find General Long- 
street as quickly as possible and deliver the 
protest and to say to him lhat he (Hood) 
indorsed it fully. 
Hamilton rode off at 
once, but in about ten minutes returned, 
accompanied by a statt-officer of General 
Longstreet, who said to General Hood, in 
my kearing: ‘ General Longstreet orders 
that you begin the attack at once.' 
Hood 
turned to me and merely said, ‘ You hear 
the order?’ 
I at once moved my brigade 
to the assault. 
I do not know whether the 
protest ever reached General Lee. 
From 
the brief interval that elapsed between the 
time it was sent to General Longstreet und 
the receipt of the order to begin the attack, 
I am inclined to think it did not. General 
Longstreet has since said that he repeatedly 
advised aguinsta front attackahdsuggested 
a movement by our right flank. 
He may 
have thought, after the rejection of this ad­ 
vice by General Lee that it was useless to 
press the matter further. 
“ Just here the battle of Gettysburg was 
lost to the Confederate arms. 
It is useless 
to speculate upon the turn affairs might 
have taken if the Confederate cavalry had 
been in communication with the rest of the 
army, and if General Stuart had kept Gen­ 
eral Lee informed, as he should have done, 
of the movements of the Federal army. In 
considering the causes of the Confederate 
fuiiure on that particular field, we must 
take the situation just as we find it. 
And 
the situation was as follows : The advance 
of the two armies encountered each other 
on the 1st of July. An engagement ensued 
in which the Confederates were victorious. 
The Federal troops retired through Gettys­ 
burg and took position along the bights 
east of the town—a positiou which, if prop­ 
erly defended was practically impregnable 
to a direct attack. 
“ The whole matter then resolves itself 
into this : General Lee fuiled at Gettysburg 
on the 2d and .'Id of July because he made 
his attack precisely 
where his enemy 
wanted him to make it and most fully pre­ 
pared to receive it. Even had he succeeded 
in driving the Federal army from its strong 
position by a general and simultaneous as­ 
sault along the whole front (which was the 
only possible chance of success in that di­ 
rection'. he would have found his army in 
very much the same condition that Pyrrhus 
found his when, after driving the Romans 
from the field of Asculum, he exclaimed, 
‘ Another such victory and I am undone" ”

Tiiis modest feast we give with pure delight— 
Let nothing ever mar the bright career 
( hit church and pastor start upou to-night. 


P ó stale//.!'s E d u catio n al M ethod. 
In outlining Pestalozzi’s thought I note 
the following points as perhaps best ex­ 
pressing his m ethod: Education must lie 
determined by the nature of that which is 
educated. 
Man is a law unto himself. 
What he is dictates the mode in which he 
shall be trained. 
Man’s powers are not the 
result of accident—they are hi3 own inte­ 
rior, original possessions. They came with 
him. 
Education, therefore, which does 
not base itself upon a right understanding 
of these integral human powers, and of the 
nature which they express, is not educa­ 
tion—has no right to the name or the 
claim. 
Pestalozzi, by stating this truth, 
and by forcing it. as it were, into the world's 
consciousness, deserves lasting praise. Here 
is the first step toward a scientific treat­ 
ment of education ; it is not, in itself, such 
treatment, does not even prove such treat­ 
ment possible—it is the point of beginning, 
the corrective, the safeguard. This trnlíi 
is fundamental in Pestalozzi's thought. 
It 
found expression in the “ Evening Hours 
of a Hermit,” and is repeated in every sub­ 
sequent writing. 
“ Universal upbuilding 
of the inner powers of human nature is the 
universal atim of culture.” Pestalozzi's sys­ 
tem, therefore, when self-consistent, rests 
upon his interpretation of human nature. 
Our reformer believed man to have a three­ 
fold being. 
He was body, mind and con­ 
science. It is a vita! part of Pestalozzi's 
th night that man’s welfare defends upon a 
good and truth-obeying heart. 
Here is 
place for the religious element, and we find 
Pestalozzi speaking as follows ; “ Belief in 
God is the source of peace, peace is the 
source of inward order; inward order the 
source of undisturbed application of our 
powers, and this order becomes, in turn, 
the source of their growth and develop­ 
ment to wisdom. 
Wisdom ¡3 the source of 
all blessing.” 
We iiave thus far two essen­ 
tial factors in Pestalozzi’s thought: educa­ 
tion is determined by the nature of tbe ed­ 
ucated—man is threefold, body, mind and 
heart. 
Proceeding a step further we in­ 
quire, What precisely is it that this three­ 
fold being requires? 
Do body, mind and 
conscience unite in demanding for their ed­ 
ucation a single method ? Festalozii an­ 
swers yes. and affirms that the common, 
universal law, is development. To-day we 
theoretically recognize this law. and admit 
its vital import in all educational endeav­ 
or; practically we too often ignore it, and 
proceed after the old and evil fashion of 
preparing the mind for market as the ani­ 
mal is prepared for sale!— W. R. Benedict.

TELiniONE RIVALS. 


T lie B ell “ In v en tio n ” P re c e d e d by A n­ 
o th e r 1 elep h o n e se v era l Y ears. 
There is a probability that the validity of 
the Bell telephone patent will soon be 
tested by proceedings which will not be 
embarrassed by any- connection of Govern­ 
ment officials with them. The Scientific 
American of Saturday contains a remarka­ 
ble editorial calling attention to the House 
telephone patent, which antedates that of 
Bell by eight years, and publishes several 
cuts of the original models on tile in the 
Patent 0 ftice. The Scientific A men can. which 
is conceded to be high authority on the sub­ 
ject, sa y s: 
"The scope conceded to this claim is 
quite incompatible with the state of the art 
as illustrated by the Reis device alone. 
If 
any one had affirmed a few years ago that 
from the records of the American Patent 
Office a complete anticipation of this broadly 
interpreted patent of Bell would be ex­ 
humed none would have credited the asser­ 
tion. Yet this has been done. A telephone 
lar superior to Bell's crude and inonerative 
device of 1876, or the somewhat better one 
of 1877, is illustrated in our columns else­ 
where. 
It is an exact reproduction of a de­ 
vice patented by the early telegraphic in­ 
ventor, Royal E. Honse, in 1863. His name 
is one of the best known in connection with 
the early history of the art. 
He was the 
first inventor of a printing telegraph. 
He 
stands side by side with Professor Morse 
atuT Professor Bain in the history of elec­ 
tric progress. To-day, nearly 80 "years old, 
he still lives, connecting the past’ with the 
present.” 
Further on iu this connection the same 
authority adds: “ One fortunate circum­ 
stance in connection with this instrument, 
as concerns its use in litigation, is that all 
the facts can be so concisely proved. The 
patent, in a clear drawing and description, 
shows what the instrument is. A simple 
inspection shows that it is a telephone. 
By connecting two of them in a circuit they 
will talk, thus practically showing that they 
are telephones. 
The date of the invention 
is far enough back to remove all danger of 
priority of invention on Bell’s part. 
The 
bearing of this invention on the extrava­ 
gant claims of the telephone monopoly 
would seem very evident. 
If it ever can be 
brought before the Courts it will be an en­ 
tirely new matter, and will justify a new 
decision by a Circuit Judge. 
At present 
these Judges are governed by decisions al­ 
ready rendered. 
But this new matter in 
the shape of a prior patent, the most con­ 
vincing of all proof, must certainly force a 
new decision that will limit the Beil claims. 
An attempt is now to be made to bting it 
before the Circuit Court on a final hear­ 
ing.” 
•Such statements as these from such high 
and responsible authority will naturally 
excite great interest in the minds of the 
gen-ral public, while they must produce a 
startling effect among those directly inter­ 
ested in telephone property. 
It is under­ 
stood that proceedings will at once be insti­ 
tuted in different States against local com­ 
panies operating under the Bell patent to 
bring the questions involved to the proper 
consideration of the Federal Courts, and as 
the new points presented have never been 
passed upon the Courts will be in no way 
trammeled by precedents or previous rul­ 
ings touching the validity of the Bell pat- 
eut.—New York Slur.

T he P hysical D evelopm ent o f W om en, 
Anyone w ho carefully notices the women 
seen upon New York streets and places of 
amusement will be struck by the large 
number of robust girls and women of great 
physical development. This is to be attrib­ 
uted, we think, to more general knowledge 
of the laws of health, to the improvement 
in the quality and preparation of food, and 
to sanitary conditions, and to increased par­ 
ticipation in outdoor sports. But these con­ 
ditions do not prevail to the same extent 
in the country as in the city, and a warning 
against undue optimism has followed the 
encouraging opinions of the Boston sur­ 
geon. 
in a recent commencement address 
General Stewart L. Woodford has again 
called attention to the unfavorable features 
of tbe life of farmers' wives, their isolation, 
the imposition of an a uountof work which 
saps their vitality, their poor food, their 
lack of change and recreation, and the ten­ 
dency, which naturally follows, to brood­ 
ing over religious and other subjects. The 
result is a discouraging large percentage of 
insanity among tbe women of rural neigh­ 
borhoods. A ttempts to substitute farming 
villages for scatteied farm-houses, to intro­ 
duce social recreations, and like efforts, 
have been made and suggested again and 
again, but the fact remains that the woman 
of the city is usually more healthful and 
ha? more vitality than the woman of the 
country. There is a problem here still for 
physicians and students of society. But it 
is pleasant to be assured by competent ex­ 
perts that the charge that American women 
are composed merely of skin and bone, and 
nerves ami brain is no longer justified.

RECENT REFORMS IN BALLOTING." 
Allan Thorndike Rice, editor of the 
JVoriA American Rcriac, has been making 
inquiry into the various systems adopted, 
among English-speaking people, to reform 
balloting, and his report is at once a CU 
rious and a valuable contribution to elec­ 
tion literature, for just at this time there 
is a decided awakening among all nations 
using the ballot as a mean9 to voice pub­ 
lic opinion, upon the subject of better se­ 
curing a full and honest expression of 
voters. 
Mr. Rice places the registry system as 
earliest in the history of election reforms, 
but all mature men can recall how crude 
the early efforts in that direction were. 
Even with all the progress made in Cali­ 
fornia, which drew from the best systems 
extant when her Codes were adopted in 
1872, our registry system is still at fault. 
The chief ill is the ineffective means pro­ 
vided Jor purging the “ Great Registers ” 
of names of those deceased and removed. 
We have not yet improved the registry up 
to the point of preventing the voting of 
dead men. Somehow they come up to the 
polls from their graves in great numbers 
at each election. The coming Legislature 
ought to be able to devise some means of 
keeping these repeating corpses out of our 
political contests. 
Mr. Rice believes the English election 
laws to be superior to our own in efficiency) 
but they would not fit into American 
methods without modification. He urges 
that a first step in reform is to cut short 
partisan expenses—absolutely forbid ex­ 
penditures by candidates; stop the “ assess­ 
ment ” abuse, and we cut off the gravest 
evil in our system. To this conclusion 
none desiring a pure ballot will demur. 
Blot out the power of the political bosses 
to “ assessrem ove from political com­ 
mittees the need to “ assess,” and purifica­ 
tion of office-seeking will be largely 
achieved. Even where no corruption is 
consented to by the candidate, in a great 
many cases the cost 
of “ getting 
office ” mortgages its entire term and ren­ 
ders it unremunerative to the holder. 
For the assessments and “ boss cinching1’ 
it is proposed that Government shall bear 
all the expense of the election, it in turn 
to list to the candidates the actual and 
necessary expenses, and those that are suc­ 
cessful to reimburse the public treasury. 
In Pennsylvania all torchlight processions 
and like demonstrations are forbidden for 
a specified time prior to election, and suc­ 
cessful candidates are required to swear, 
prior to qualifying, that they spent no 
money in the election except for purposes 
specified In the law. Recently a Stale 
Senator declared his inability to subscribe 
to the oath, and he was denied his seat. 
The poor man can become a candidate 
under our present system only by mort­ 
gaging his office, and in nine cases out of 
ten his manhood, to political bosses and 
political brokers. In Australia all candi­ 
dates register as such and deposit a sum of 
money. Those who fai! to poll more than 
a fixed proportion of the votes cast for the 
successful candidates polling the least 
votes forfeit their deposits to the Govern­ 
ment. This is intended to prevent the 
overloading of the registry of candidates 
and the exercise of the mere “ whim" to 
run for office. 
Regarding regulation of primaries Mr. 
Rice quotes a United States Senator as say­ 
ing that of all the States California alone 
has mastered the difficulty. But he is 
misinformed. So far from haying mastered 
it, it ha« mastered California. The pri­ 
mare is no longer an independent and free 
expression; it is largely the puppet of the 
caucus, and the caucus is largely the 
jumping-jack of the boss. It is true 
that “ any one may call a primary," under 
the general law in California, bnt it does 
not follow that the party men go up to the 
primary and make it felt. As a rule they 
know there is small need to do so, because 
the caucus has prearranged what shall be 


done, and there is no possibility of defeat­ 
ing it without organization, and that must 
be in opposition to the “ machinery ’ 
of the party. 
This involves so much of 
contention and the taking of so much pun­ 
ishment that the majority of citizens anx­ 
ious for a “ fair deal,” fail to take any 
part in caucuses. Even if they resolve to 
do so, in seven cases out of ten, the physi 
cal prearrangement will defeat them. 1 or 
instance, in Sacramento for many years the 
caucus meetings of a given political party 
in a district of several hundred party vot­ 
ers, have been held practically without 
public notice, and in a room that will hold 
possibly twenty people, and they are at­ 
tended, year in and year out, by the same 
persons. 
In another ward, in the same 
city, the caucuses of a party were called 
for years to meet in a room that would 
possibly contain eighteen or twenty peo­ 
ple, though the district has half a thou­ 
sand voters of that political faith. 
Mr. Rice needs to study our system mofo 
thoroughly before taking it for granted 
that the “ cali for a primary” presupposes 
freedom of expression within the party. 
He might, however, quote California as a 
living witness to the force of his own argu­ 
ment for secrecy in voting. We certainly 
have the secret ballot—due to uniformity 
of size, color and print of tickets—and it is 
next to impossible, if the voter is sober, for 
any one outside the polling booth to cheat 
him of his vote. 
The essayist finds that 
secret.voting in New South Wales effectu­ 
ally prevents bribery, and has nearly su­ 
perseded the canvassing for votes. 
In 
that colony, the voter who does- not read 
nor write enters a room at the l>ooth, hav­ 
ing first received from the poll clerks a 
card with his registry number. The re­ 
turning officer hands him a paper contain­ 
ing a list of all candidates. If his number 
is found on the register, he then proceeds 
to the ballot-room, and enters a space just 
large enough to admit one person, where 
he is given a red lead pencil, and marks 
out the names of those for whom he does 
not wish to vote, as the list is read to him, 
folds his ticket, deposits it, and leaves by 
another door. The process is the same for 
all other voters, except that those who read 
are absolutely alone when marking of! 
their tickets. 
A number of the single 
ballot-rooms, or stalls, are provided, so 
that several may be voting at once, and 
without anyone to supervise or see them. 
Candidates select “scrutiners” to watch 
the deposition and the counting of the 
ballots. 
This process would probably be found 
too slow and cumbersome in the United 
States, without division of precincts into 
very small areas, but this, we admit, might 
be done with decided advantage in the 
matter of speed and the sanctity of the 
ballot. In the Victoria colony the New 
South Wales system prevails, except that 
the ballot is numbered to correspond with 
the registry number, and thus prevent false 
personation. But this appears objection­ 
able as practically destroying the secresy 
of the ballot, which is its chief safeguard, 
even though scrutiny be not permitted ex 
cept an election is disputed. Here every 
close election would be disputed, and how­ 
ever circumspect the reviewing tribunal, 
the knowledge of how men voted would 
get abroad, though in Victoria it is denied 
that such is the result. 
Of course scrutiny of the ballot ought to 
disclose any fraud of personation, but un­ 
less this can be accomplished without en 
dangering the system of secresy, it would 
be better, according to our view, to trust to 
the possibility of “repeating” and false 
personation. In Victoria the election offi 
cers, for the Government, pay all the elec­ 
tion expenses. Each candidate is required 
to deposit a sum, graded according to office, 
as a guarantee of good faith. If anyone 
fails to receive votes equal to one-fifth of 
the lowest poll for a successful candidate 
the money is forfeited, and goes to the 
payment of election expenses. On these 
two systems (New South Wales and Vic­ 
toria) the election laws of Great Britain 
are now based—the law being the New 
South Wales system, with the Victoria 
“ scrutiny” plan added. 
Mr. Rice concludes his lengthy paper 
with the statement that none of these 
systems can serve for more than a ground­ 
work for any laws that may be enacted in 
this country, but he insists that the 
“ working” of the English law? for a num­ 
ber of years has proved them an antidote 
to corruption and trickery. His em­ 
phatic expression, “ a reform here is im­ 
peratively demanded in the interest of 
pure government,” will receive concur­ 
rence by all self-respecting men. 
MANLY REBUKE-THE FACTS CLAIMED. 
The Riverside Press of San Bernardino 
county, the editor of which is an orange 
grower of long experience, visited the 
Citrus Fair of Central and northern Cali­ 
fornia in 1885 at Sacramento, and remained 
through all its days. He says: 
A Citrus Fair is to be held at Sacramento, com­ 
mencing on the 13th of December. Some of the 
papers of this end of the State are trying to con­ 
vey the idea that I,os Angeles oranges will be 
bought and placed on exhibition as fmit from 
northern California. This is unprincipled, and 
does injustice to the men having the Citrus Fair 
in charge. The editor of this paner attended 
their Citius Fair last year, and knows positively 
that the only fruit on exhibition from southern 
California was the Riverside exhibit taken there 
hv him, end exhibited under the proper head­ 
ing.It don't pay to misrepresent the facts. People 
may differ in opinion regarding the advisability 
Of planting orange groves in northern and Cen­ 
tra! California, but the men who are conducting 
the Sacramento Citrus Fair are leadingcitizens— 
men of integrity—who would not stoop to per­ 
form a dishonorable act, and it ill becomes the 
press of southern California to charge them with 
acts which would reflect upon their integrity. 
There are localities in Central California 
where fine oranges can be successfully grown. 
The trouble is that the newspapers try to claim 
that the whole State can be planted to orange 
trees, when such is not the case. Only a few lo­ 
calities will produce fine oranges. 
This is a manly rebuke to vulgar and 
mendacious journalism, and the honesty 
and courage of the author of the quoted 
lines commands respect, and deserve this 
acknowledgment. 
While on the subject, however, will the 
Press permit us to correct an error into 
which it unintentionally falls ? The news­ 
papers of this section do not claim that the 
whole State can be planted to orange trees. 
On the contrary, we of this section dis­ 
tinctly designate where nature indi­ 
cate fitness for citrus fruit culture. 
This 
people 
is 
not 
so 
sui­ 
cidal as 
to 
advance claims that 
cannot be substantiated. Such a course 
would be downright folly, and react upon 
us with crushing force. It is true, as the 
Press says: “Only a few localities will pro­ 
duce fine oranges but we qualify the ad­ 
mission by the single word comparatively. 
That is to say. compared to the vast area 
of the United States, the localities are 


few. Compared to the vast aren of the [ 
whole State, from Mexico to Oregon, the 
places are not broad. But, and of this fact 
the demonstration is easy, the “places” 
are numerous enough, and broad enough 
in northern and Central California to 
swallow up an area equal to that of nearly 
all the New England States. They aggre­ 
gate area greater than the States of Mary­ 
land, Delaware, Massachusetts, Rhode Is­ 
land, New Jersey, Connecticut and Ver­ 
mont combined. The “ orange places” 
are greater in extent than those adapted to 
fine orange-growing in southern Califor­ 
nia, and of this fact we eipect the coming 
Citrus Fair to give indubitable proof. We 
do not claim that in the altitudes of Ne­ 
vada, Plumas, Lassen, Modoc, Siskiyou, 
Humboldt, Mendocino, Sierra, Trinity, El 
Dorado, Lake, or Alpine, or in the humid 
atmosphere of the immediate coast of So­ 
noma, Marin, San Francisco, Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Santa Cruz, or San Mateo, 
fine oranges will be grown, or any kind 
cultivated for commerce. But in the 
greater parts of counties as large as many 
Eutopean kingdoms and some States of 
the Union, as, Sacramento, I’laeer, Yuba, 
Sutter, Butte, Colusa, Tehama, Solano, 
Yolo, San Joaquin, Napa, and parts of 
Calaveras, Amador, Sonoma, Santa Clara, 
Alameda, and Contra Costa, fine oranges 
can be and are grown, and will be culti­ 
vated for commerce. Let our contemi»o- 
rary note the declaration and await the 
proofs. 
CHANGES IN THE SOUTH. 
The evidences of the progress of the 
South are patent and cumulative : Greater 
political toleration, broader liberalism and 
increased industrial activity are manifest 
in the old cotton States. A correspondent 
of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat details sta­ 
tistically the industrial expansion of Ala­ 
bama. For instance, new coal fields have 
been opened, new railroads built, old lines 
extended, iron-ore beds laid bare, factories 
multiplied and workshops opened in many 
places. Moreover, new towns have been 
founded, population has largely increased 
by immigration, and old trade and indus­ 
trial centers have received the impetus of 
new energy. So, too, in Tennessee, Missis­ 
sippi, Georgia and the Carolinas industrial 
awakenings prevail. With this revival 
and expansion of industry, there comes 
into the country new elements of citizen­ 
ship that must have a-vital influence in 
two directions. First, in checking the in­ 
tolerant political spirit; second, in bring 
ing the blacks to a clearer view of the_ir 
political rights and responsibilities. Out 
of 
this 
changing 
condition 
will 
Spring greater interest in the poli­ 
cies 
of _ the 
country, 
and 
the 
character of the two great political parties, 
together witli more solicitude concerning 
the principles they advocate for the pro­ 
tection of industries and the advancement 
of National prosperity. Out of such condi 
tions the Republican party has nothing to 
expect but gain, augmented strength and 
increased vigor, it makes no concealment 
of the position it maintain* on the ques­ 
tion of fostering home industries; it has 
no compromises to argue and no defenses 
to make on that score. It cannot be said 
that the Democratic party will benefit by 
the changes noted. It will be put upon 
the categorical rack by those dependent 
upon the new mines and the working of 
ores. It will be called to account for po 
litical intolerance, and under the new eon 
ditions its grip upon the solid South will 
loosen, all which is hopeful for the nation. 
The division of all parts of the Union on 
political sentiment as to policies is con­ 
servative of political liberty and purity. 
A solid section is a menace to good gov­ 
ernment, no matter what political party 
holds the trust of administration. 


A MORMON TO THE RESCUE. 
Kate Field having said that J. W. West, 
the prominent Mormon, had asserted that 
lie had never heard of so monstrous a doc­ 
trine as that of the blood atonement, Mr. 
West writes to an Eastern review to say 
that not only has he heard of the doctrine, 
but that he believes in it as he does “ in 
the expiatory power of the Christly sacri­ 
fice on Calvary;” moreover, that he not 
only before the Committee of the House of 
Representatives did not deny it, but on no 
other occasion has he denied it. There­ 
upon Mr. West, through five close pages, 
defends a principle of blood atonement 
such as he means, but denies hotly that the 
Mormon Church ever inflicted, or now in­ 
flicts, any other penalty than that of ex­ 
communication, and he adds that all the 
stories of letting of blood and cutting 
throats to save souls, are false, and hellish 
in their manufacture. But blood atone­ 
ment he defines to be only a continuation 
of Christian belief based “ on Christ’s 
atonement for the sins of a fallen race. 
That was blood atonement for sin,” but 
there are other sins which deprive the do­ 
ers of the expiation wrought by Jesus; 
and the shedding of their own blood is the 
only sacrifice which can save such guilty 
ones from an outer darkness whicli shall 
endure forever.” That is, Mr. West says 
the Mormons believe that if one fall into 
“ that awful wickedness,” atonement must 
be made with his life. The Church and 
the Mormon belief are passive, he de­ 
clares, in the matter of executing it, but 
the “ time is near at hand when a man 
found guilty of adultery must have his 
blood shed.” Mr. West then proceeds t<J 
deny that there is any worthy proof of as­ 
sassination by the order of the Mormon 
Church. He can fairly challenge proof of 
the taking of life in blood atonement by 
the Mormons. There is probably no proof 
of legal certainty on that head. But we 
are convinced that there is testimony to a 
moral certainty that such lias been done 
several times. It may be that the acts 
were those of fanatical and mistaken 
devotees, who misunderstood and misap­ 
plied the doctrine, but it remains, and we 
think can be shown, that “ throats" 
have been “ cut ” by others than the vic­ 
tims, in atonement for sin. At best, the 
principle for which Mr. West contends 
with marked ability and ingenuity, is but 
a plea for self-murder, a self-sacri­ 
fice which 
is 
nothing less. 
The 
doctrine cf self-immolation for sin is not 
new with the Mormons, nor does it attach 
alone to assumed Christianity; it has its 
record in beliefs as far away from the 
Christian code as the poles are apart. 
That the Christ of Christianity taught 
such blood atonement as Mr. West defines, 
he will find it more than difficult to estab­ 
lish from the records of the New Testa­ 


ment, and then only from the misinter­ 
preted lines of Paul to the Corinthians. 
But the declaration of Mr. West regarding 
the freedom of the Mormon Church from 
the sin of murder is the more interesting 
portion of his letter. As a challenge of 
proof, it is certainly audacious. Whoever 
listened to the trial of John D. Lee, and 
weighed the words of the witnesses, and 
noted their hearing, as we did, and that, 
too, at a time when there was but little in 
the local surroundings to cow the Mormon 
section of the battalion of witnesses, could 
have been impressed no otherwise than 
with a sense of the guilt of the church for 
the Mountain Meadows massacre. That 
Lee led the assassinating band i* conceded; 
that he was a high official in the ehureh 
is also true ; that he was able to and did 
command men and means beyond his mere 
personal ability, was clearly established ; 
that the ehureh defended him up to the 
time when his sacrifice became necessary 
to save those higher in authority, is shown 
by the history of the two trials to which 
he was subjected. If, as has been con­ 
tended, Lee “ misinterpreted his orders” 
regarding the immigrant party, it is abso­ 
lutely certain that his “orders” were so 
involved, ambiguous and conflicting as to 
justify him as a zealot doing implicit re­ 
ligious duty, in interpreting them as 
decrees of death. Not to this day lias it 
been attempted to condemn Lee for the 
construction lie put upon the word lie re­ 
ceived from “those in authority.” Not to 
this day has the Mormon priesthood mani­ 
fested that horror of the massacre which 
would be expressed on the part of the 
innocent in the most ordinary case of kill­ 
ing, were the charges laid at their door. 
Mr. West’s denial is very “flat-footed” and 
vigorous, but it does not at all tally with 
the legitimacy of the conclusions the testi­ 
mony in Lee’s case justify, that the church 
did order and its minions did execute 
unfortunate men, women and children at 
Mountain Meadows. That Lee was made 
a bloody scapegoat at the last, for a terri­ 
fied priesthood, is not doubted by any at 
all familiar with the facts, and accustomed to 
giving only due weight and force to testi­ 
mony. and not blinded by fanaticism.

Upon 
motion of Dr. Frey, the Chair was instruct­ 
ed to appoint a committee of three to pro­ 
ceed at once to Sacramento and secure de­ 
sirable space in the exhibition hall and 
arrange for its proper display. A. Mogher, 
P. W. Butler and W. J. Wilson, Sr., were 
appointed said committee. 
Upon motion of Senator Filcher, it was 
ordered that a committee of fourteen be 
appointed to collect the fruit exhibits and 
to co-operate with the previous committee 
and the Citrus Fair Directors. Dr. H. II. 
Pillsbury, Dr, J. M. Frey, F. X. Lavellee, 
H. E. Parker, E. L. Hawk, J. W. Smyth, 
S. F. Woodworth, C. F. Macy, H. A. Frost, 
J. B. Whitcomb, Wm. Foster, N. Mertes, 
Chas. Gladding and Wm. Barry were se­ 
lected to act. 
A discussion followed concerning neces­ 
sary funds for carrying out the objects of 
the meeting. The fact that there was $450 
in the hands of the committee appointed 
by the County Supervisors to superintend 
recent State and district fairs, and which 
had been granted as premiums, was alluded 
to, and finally a vote was adopted to ask 
the said committee to donate for the Citrus 
Fair expenses, etc.. an amount equal to that 
which might be raised by private contribu­ 
tions not to exceed $200. 
Upon motion, a committee was appoint­ 
ed to secure the services of a photographer 
to take some desirable views of ranches in 
the county, and to find such parties as were 
willing to pay the expense of the same and 
forward to "Sacramento for the exhibit. 
Robert Jones, R. N. Scott, W. J. Wilson, 
Jr., B. Browning and James Tufts were 
appointed such committee. 
J. J. Morrison was elected to go with the 
citrus exhibits of Placer county to Chicago, 
when the fair is transferred to that city, to 
assist in making the display there. I. II. 

W. Butier 
were elected as alternates. 
The committee to go was instructed to 
obtain and have framed and placed with 
our exhibit the available diplomas or cer­ 
tificates of first premiums previously grant­ 
ed our county for displays at fairs.

A gc-ntlcman residing near the city has a 
Chinam an in his employ who a few days 
ago was quite sick, apparently suffering 
from an attack of fever. He came to China­ 
town and consulted a Chinese doctor, who 
made a diagnosis of the case and informed 
him that he was afflicted with worms in 
his back, intim ating, at the same time, that 
he could cure him . 
A day was set for the 
treatm ent, and the sick Chinam an and his 
employer—the latter having m uch curios­ 
ity to see the case to a finish—went to the 
doctor's. 
W ithout los3 of time, and appa­ 
rently as though it was an ordinary m atter 
in his practice, the latter proceeded" to busi­ 
ness.

Tlie very copious rain which has visited 
the State the present week has been suf­ 
ficient, in m any sections, to enable plow­ 
ing to be commenced, and the work of 
preparation and seeding will now go briskly 
on. The rain has held off to an unusually 
late date, but no detrim ent bss been en­ 
tailed thereby upon farmers, and if a suf­ 
ficient rainfall follows the present begin­ 
ning, so as to keep vegetation steadily 
growing, w ithout a setback from the dry 
spells which are frequently experienced 
here in winter, the season's growth of 
cereals, etc., may yet be m ore forward than 
if we had reoeived earlier rains. 
A t all 
events, every one seems satisfied and happy 
over the present situation and prosperous 
outlook. 
Placer county bids fair to come to the 
front at no far future day as one of the 
leaders in olive culture. There are now in 
the vicinity of A uburn and Newcastle quite 
a num ber of trees; and one gentleman, 
Mr. Gould, will this year m ake a good 
quantity of oil, and has made fair offers to 
his neighbors to buy what olives they have, 
for the purpose of m aking oil therefrom. 
One of the most notew orthy efforts in olive- 
raising is that 02' W m. Shillingeberg, near 
Newcastle, who last year set out 1,000 trees. 
So encouraging has been his success that 
at the present tim e he has upon his place 
a large num ber of men clearing off a 16- 
acre tract, which he proposes setting out 
with olive trees as qaickly as he can get 
them into the ground, and he proposes 
increasing his acreage up to 200 acres as 
rapidly as possible. 
He also planted last 
M arch a large num ber of grape vines, 
m any of which, even now, of the Black 
Morocco variety, are loaded w ith grapes. 
Some of his young pear trees planted last 
spring also bore a little fruit this yea"-. 
PRUNES FROM FRANCE. 
S. F. Leib, of San Jose, well known as a 
prune-grower. has recently returned from 
an Eastern visit. W hile at the East betook 
occasion to exam ine the condition of the 
prune m arket, and has given the San Jose 
Tunes some of his observations, among 
others the foliow ing: 
“ There are serious obstacles to overcome 
as regards m arketing our prunes. In por­ 
tions of the country west of the Mississippi 
the population is too sparse to m ake any 
considerable m arket 
at 
present, while 
freights to those regions from here are 
actually higher than to the seaboard citie3, 
in consequence of the present tight between 
the Pacific Mail Steamship line and the 
railroads, which involves rates cut down 
probably to a sm all margin, if any, above 
the cost of service. 
The rates to Denver, 
for instance, are ?1 90 per 100 pounds for 
prunes in less than earload lots, while to 
New York they are $1 161, and for carloads 
911 cents. 
Including extras, this would 
not be less than 11 cents per pound, and 
whenever the Pacific Mail and the rail­ 
roads agree, th at rate is liable to be nearly 
doubled.” 
On the other hand, a leading dealer in 
New York, a Frenchm an by birth, having 
an experience of half a lifetime in the 
jrune business, informed Mr. Leib that 
freights from French ports to New York 
were only $5 per ton, or one-quarter of a 
cent per pound, to which is added a duty 
of one cent per pound. This places the 
California and the French prunes on an ex­ 
act equality in the New York market, with 
the im portant exception of the cost of pro­ 
duction, and it is here the shoe pinches. 
“ I said to him ,” remarked Mr. Leib, “ ‘ I 
understand that in France you only pay 
30 cents a day.’ 
This he indignantly de­ 
nied, claiming that they paid four cents an 
hour. 
1 Very well,’ I replied,1 we will con­ 
cede you the extra dim e.’ ” 
This gentleman fnrtber informed Mr. 
Leib that until w ithin four or five years, 
prunes in France had only been-grown in 
odd corners, along hedges, etc., and not 
planted systematically in orchards as with 
us ; but after large areas of vine land had 
been devastated by the phylloxera and 
efforts had been made, w ithout success, to 
stop the pest by destroying the vines and 
replanting, the vines Lad been taken oil 
the second time and ihe land planted w ith 
prunes. It was the first sprinklings from 
these orchards, the Frenchm an claimed, 
from these phylloxera iands, and n o t—as 
Mr. Leib supposed—unusually large crops, 
th at had for "some years past overloaded 
the American m arket. 
“ W hen these or­ 
chards come into full bearing, California 
prunes will go out of the m arket, and Cali­ 
fornia prune orchards out of existence,” 
rem arked the Frenchman. 
In Mr. Lcib’s opinion, the cheaper labor 
and extensive planting of prunes in France 
will drive California prunes out of the 
Eastern m arkets unless the duty is in­ 
creased from one cent to three cents per 
pound. 
And in event of that m arket 
being closed to us, it would affect not only 
th at but all of the other industries of toe 
county in a greater or less degree. 
HOW HORSES SLEEP. 
Horses get some rest standing, provided 
the position be reasonably easy, but no full 
rest except recumbent. 
It is known of 
some horses that they never lie down in a 
stall, though if kept in pasture they take 
their rest habitually in a recumbent posi­ 
tion. 
It is well to consider whether this 
habit has not been forced upon the horse 
by some circumstance connected with the 
stall he was made to occupy, in that it had 
a muddy dirt floor, or one made of dilapi­ 
dated plank, uncomfortable and offense to 
the horse that has been accustomed to se­ 
lect his own bed in the pasture lot. 
If the 
horse can have the privilege of selecting 
his own position for resting in the standing 
posture, lie can sleep standing; but while 
his muscles may be to a degree relaxed, 
and get rest in that position, w hat can we 
say of the bearings at the joints? W ithout 
reiief through the recum bent position the 
joint surfaces are forced to bear a weight 
varying from 1,000 to 1,800 pounds contin­ 
uously. This m ust act unfavorably, espe­ 
cially upon the 
complicated structures 
w ithin the hoofs, which nature intended 
should have periods of rest each day. It 
will be well before the horses and "cattle 
are p u tu p fo r the coming win ter to settle the 
question of comfort by repairing the floors 
and providing abundant bedding. 
WHEAT PKonucrioN. 
The Pacific Rural Press has the following 
interesting" facts concerning wheat produc­ 
tion : Statistics show that the wheat pro­ 
duction of the United States is something 
over 20 per cent, of the quantity produced 
in the whole of Europe. The wheat crop 
of this country for 1882 was 504,000,600 
bushels, and for 1883 it was 421,000,000 
bushels. The next largest w heat producer 
is France.which produced 346,000,000 buBh- 
els in 1882, which fell off to 285,000,000 
bushels in 1S83. F raace never furnishes 
the fall demands for her own consumption, 
bu t im ports more or less every year. 
R us­ 
sia comes next to I'rauce. She produced 
203,000,000 bushel3 in 1882, but only 160,­ 
000,000 in 1883. Russia,with a much"larger 
population than France, produces less wheat 
and yet exports considerable 
H er people 
use but little flour. T he European coun­ 
tries next in order of production are as fol­ 
lows : Italy in 1883 produced 128,000,000 
bushels ; Spain, 120,000,000; Portugal, 77,­ 
000,000; Germany, 72,000.000; Great B rit­ 
ain, 69,000,000; Turkey, 41,000,000; Aus­ 
tria, 33,500,000; Belgium, 21,000,000; and 
Roum ania, 20,000.000. 
W heat in this country, thirty years ago, 
averaged nine busheis to the acre. 
Lately 
it has increased to 12 or 13; b at it is still 
below the average yield in England, which, 
for m any years, has averaged 29 bnshels to 
the acre. The large yield is due to careful 
cultivation, m ore particularly in supplying 
the land w ith proper m ineral food to sup­ 
ply the nutrim ent withdrawn by the anifflal 
cropping of the same growth. B ut little 
attention is paid to that im portant requi­ 
site in this country. The wheat-grower 
iiere, as a general thing, raises continual 


crops of that grain sq long as the land will j 
produce a crop; then he converts his land 
to some other use, and gives up wheat- 
growing to his neighbor “ farther west.” It 
is thus th at th e once celebrated wheat lands 
of New York, Verm ont and other Eastern 
States have been turned to other products. 
A lar ire portion of the wheat-producing 
lands o f California will not now yield one- 
half of w hat they did originally, and the 
lim e is not far distant when such lands 
will have to be turned to other uses, unless 
special attention is given to a proper resto­ 
ration of the soil by m ineral or other forms 
of dressing. 


MONEY IS FO O TH ILL FA RM ING. 
The Nevada City Transcript says : In no 
part of California is the farm ing industry 
more profitable th '.n in the Bartlett pear 
belt of this county, provided it is indus­ 
triously and intelligently conducted. This 
is a growing belief backed up by results 
which do not leave room for argum ent to 
the contrary. There are farmers in Nevada 
county who do not prosper, and so are 
there in every part of the civilized world ; 
but nineteen-twentieths of these unhappy 
individuals have no one but themselves to 
blame for their failure to do so. 
Hard 
work, strict economy and close attention 
to business are the principal essentials of 
success in farming."as in all other classes 
of business, and the individual who expects 
to get along w ithout them will have a 
pretty hard tim e getting along at all. 
Speaking of profitable foothill farms, 
there is one out on Gold Flat, just beyond 
the lim its of this city, which fills the bill 
to a nicety. It consists of seventeen acres 
and belongs to John Bost. Mr. Bost has a 
five-acre orchard, and he knows how to 
take care of it. A sa result, while the codlin 
m oth and sim ilar pests are playing havoc 
with, other people's trees, his are clean and 
healthy. 
It does not cost anything but 
labor to keep them so. 
This year, as a re­ 
sult, thirty tons of apples, worth 2J to 3 
cents a pound, and sixty boxes of pears, 
have been gathered. 
He raised ten tons of 
potatoes, which comm and 2J cents a pound 
in the m arket, and twenty-four tons of hay 
at 820 a ton. 
In addition to the above, 
other crops, such as vegetables, small fruits^ 
etc., were grown. 


R ICH EST GRASSES AND GRAINS. 
W hatever may he the breed of the ani­ 
mal, no anim al can give quality to m ilk 
that is not derived from the food eaten and 
the state of health of the anim al derived 
therefrom. 
Butter that is not of good 
quality when made, will not retain its 
quality as well as good quality butter does. 
It is an deniable fact, says the Delaware 
Count!) American, that the success of dairy­ 
men in establishing a crtdit for a good 
quality of butter is m ainly due to the 
food fed to cows, more than to the breed 
of the anim als, or even any secret in the 
m anagem ent of the product. 
Poor land 
grows poor quality of vegetation and the 
anim als are poor accordingly, and it makes 
little difference w hat the breed is, the pro­ 
duct will not be of first quality, be the 
m anagem ent of the m ilk and cream and 
care of the butter what it may. 
It is not 
generally believed, but it is true, that rich 
grasses and grains m ake rich butter, and 
it is high fertilization that gives possi­ 
bility to the kinds of grasses which m ake 
the best butter. 
Red clover, rye. H u n ­ 
garian m illet or sugar corn never will do it. 
HAVE A HOME. 
H ave a home somewhere. 
Buy a tract of 
land and own it. 
But with a full determ i­ 
nation of keeping it, and surrounding 
yourself with those beauties found only 
upon the farm. To be the owner of a nice 
little home, poor though it m ay be, is one 
of the greatest earthly blessings m an can 
enjoy. 
He gathers about his little spot his 
cows, horses, pigs and chickens, and by 
honest labor and toil, w hat was once a 
wild tract of land has now become a lovely 
spot where men are wont to go. 
After you 
have spent your life on this little farm, and 
your spirit is called to its eternal home, you 
Lave left the widow and orphans a little 
home. Gentle reader, " There is no place 
like hom e,” and you should think of this, 
and neglect the m atter.no longer.—Plant­ 
er's Journal.

R. B. Blowers, of W oodland, gave us the 
other day a sample of his tine Bultanas. 
They are perfectly cured, cleaned of stems, 
and evidently carefully selected before 
packing, as the fruit was uniform and ex­ 
cellent. 
After selecting, stem m ing and 
winnowing, Mr. Blowers treats his .Sul­ 
tanas to a bath of glycerine solution—one 
pound of glycerine to fifteen gallons of 
water—which freshens them up after the 
cleaning process, and acts also as an anti­ 
ferment. Mr. Blowers presses the fruit 
in firmly, makes his boxes extra-tight, and 
certainly such fruit as he gave us would 
seem to be fitted for long preservation from 
insects and fungi.—Rural I'ress. 


G all H am ilto n an d th e H eath en . 
In the North American Review for Decem­ 
ber, Gail H am ilton draws a very suggestive 
and am using contrast between the theologi­ 
cal opinion of the distinguished m ission­ 
ary, Dr. H am lin, concerning the “heathen,” 
and the practical opinion of another dis­ 
tinguished missionary, Mrs. S. L. Bald­ 
win, on the same subject. She says; “ Dr. 
H am lin roundly affirms that he cannot 
find the first instance of any one of the 
heathen or M ohammedan systems working 
in the iine of redemption or developing 
any power toward a purer and better state 
of society, toward the elevation of the peo­ 
ple. 
H eathen, Moslems, Greeks and Ar­ 
m enian apostates are ail embarked in the 
same boat, rowing toward the same Dead 
Sea. A nd Dr. H am lin speaks w ith the au­ 
thority of one who has lived among them .” 
This has a dark look for the heathen. 
But 
“ Mrs. S. L. Baldwin, a m issionary of the 
M ethodist Board in China, now living in 
East Boston, 
addressed 
to 
the 
pres­ 
ent Congress a petition which was pre­ 
sented 
in 
the 
Senate, praying 
that 
she m ight 
be 
allowed 
to import a 
heathen to this country, because of his 
great superiority to the Christians h e re ; 
because the private virtues of the heathen 
showed far strongersign6 of thrift than our 
own. That I may not, however designedly, 
m isrepresent her testimony, I give her own 
words : ‘ During a long residence in China, 
as the wife of a missionary, I have been 
accustomed to Chinese servants. I know 
the peace and comfort possible with them. 
One cook served us during the entire 
twenty years we lived íh China. I have 
made m any efforts to secure good anti 
needed 
service from 
the 
help found 
in 
this 
land. 
I 
have 
given 
four 
years' patient trial to those of every 
nationality, not excepting our own. 
I 
have paid’ the highest usual wages, have 
planned m y work with- a view to m y 
servants’ 
comfort, have 
treated them 
w ith 
courtesy and 
kindness, 
keeping 
in m ind the Golden 
Rule, have paid 
t'nem promptly, and, in rctnrn, have only 
asked that they do properly the work 
they have agreed to perform ._ B ut all 
in vain I 
No one has seemed to feel under 
the slightest obligation to give any fair re­ 
turn for wages received, or to have the 
slightest regard to my interests. Untidiness, 
badly-cooked food, waste, breakage,imperti­ 
nence and disobedience have exhausted my 
purse and m y patience, and imperiled the 
comfort and health of m yself and m y 
family. 
N otwithstanding the fact that in 
China our servants loved us and left our 
employ reluctantly, I m ight still think 
that in some way I am unwittingly to 
blame for this unhappy state of affairs, 
had I not found, in a very extended 
acquaintance 
in 
this 
country, 
that 
my experience is sim ply that of a large 
m ajority of The housekeepers of this land. 
* * * Therefore * * * I earnestly 
petition that you will m ake an exception 
to the anti-Chinese law in m y favor, and ' 
allow m e to im port a Chinese servant. It 
is the only solution of the problem, of 
housekeeping in this country now .’ 
“ I3 it possible to m isrepresent or to m is­ 
understand the significance of this state­ 
m ent—all the more significant because it is 
unintended testimony ? In this Christian 
country private virtues are so submerged 
beneath ingratitude, selfishness, dishonesty, 
extravagance, impertinence, disobedience, 
that we fiy for refuge to the peace, comfort, 
fidelity, love, found only in heathen char­ 
acter and heathen service.”

A GALILEAN FISH. 
The fish known to naturalists by the long 
nam e of Ophiooephalus, one 
species of 
which is found in the Sea of Galilee, is a 
singular creature. 
At the approach of the 
breeding season it seeks a favorable place 
to build—generally 
in 
shallow 
water. 
There perhaps an old sunken root is found, 
or a projecting ledge of rock. 
To this spot 
bits of grass, leaves, growing sea-weed and 
refuse of all kinds are brought by the 
parents, which now proceed to weave this 
building material into an oval shape. The 
threads of grass are wound in and out, en­ 
tangled with one another in various ways, 
and the interstices filled with mud. During 
the construction one or more orifices are 
leading into the nest or entirely through it; 
the grasses are wound around the old root, 
and finally a compact oval nest is seen sus­ 
pended and swinging in the tide—a ver­ 
itable cradle for the baby fishes. 
The eggs are deposited in the interior, 
and attach themselves to the grass and the 
sides of the nest. 
In due tim e a swarm of 
tiny fishes fill this curious abode, and show 
a decided inclination to stray away, They 
are. however, watched and guarded by 
their parents, which drive them back when 
they wander too far. 
The nest-buililing fish of the Sea of Gal­ 
ilee displays, however, a still inore curious 
m ethod of protection, for in tim e of danger 
the young are frequently taken into the ca­ 
pacious m outh of the m ale parent fish and 
thus guarded from harm . This habit is 
common to quite a num ber of fishes.—St. 
Nicholas. 


DOMESTIC TR A IN IN G FOR GIRLS. 
Nothing is m ore significant of the social 
condition of a people than the training of 
its girls in domestic life. 
In Germany the 
daughter of the noblem an, of the prince, 
and of the small shopkeeper, learns alike 
to cook, to sweep and to keep house. After 
the training in books is over, Fraulein 
Lena and her Royal Highness Princess 
Sophie both begin th¡3 hom e education. 
There are establishm ents where they are 
taken by the year, as in a boarding-school. 
In one m onth they wash dishes and polish 
glass and silv er; in another they cook 
meats ; in another they bake ; in the next 
lay down m eat for winter use, or preserve 
fruits, m ake jellies and pickles, sweep and 
dust. 
Plain sewing, darning and the care 
of linen are also taught, and taught thor­ 
oughly. 
The German “ betrothed” is thus 
almost always a thorough housekeeper, and 
spends the tim e before m arriage in laying 
in enormous stores 
of provisions 
and 
napery for her future home. 
In France a girl begins at 12 years of age 
to take part in the household interests. Be­ 
ing her m other's constant companion, she 
learns the system of close, rigid economy, 
which prevails in all French families. 
If 
there be bat two sticks of wood burning on 
the hearth they are pulled apart when the 
family leaves the room, even for a half 
hour," and the brands are saved. 
The 
nourishing soup, the exquisite entrees and 
dainty deserts are m ade out of fragments, 
which in m any an American kitchen would 
be thrown away. The French girl thus in­ 
hales economy and skill with the air she 
breathes, and the habits she acquires last 
her through life. 
' English girls, of the educated class, sel 
dom equal the German and French in culi­ 
nary arts ; 
but they are early taught to 
share in the care of poor around them . 
They teach in the village classes, or they 
have industrial classes; 
they have some 
hobby, such as drawing, riding or anim als 
to occupy their spare time with pleasure or 
profit. 
Hence, the English girl, though 
not usually as clever />r well-read as her 
American "sister, has that certain puise and 
aplomb which belong to women who have 
engrossing occupations outside of society, 
beaux and flirting.— Youth's Companion.

SHELLEY.

Maybe there are other things that 
your special case requires to m ake you 
happy, but, m y friend, these, I reckon, will 
give yon a good lift.’ ’—N. Y. Times. 


H ow She ltis k e d H e r Life an d P re v en ted 
a D isaster. 
To-day at the house of a m utual friend I 
m et a nineteenth century heroine—a young 
girl who wears upon her breast a massive 
gold medal that was presented to her by 
the Legislature of the State of Iowa some 
vears ago as a m ark of its appreciation of 
Ler wonderful courage and presence of 
m ind. Tall, erect and well proportioned, 
with her dark, bright eyes, rosy cheeks and 
clearly-cut features, forming a charm ing 
picture of strong, true American wom an­ 
hood, Kate Shelley, of Boone, la., is a girl 
that anv father or any State m ight he 
proud of. She is to-day 21 years old, but 
she was onlv 16 when Ly an act of daring 
bravery she'won the adm iration and grati­ 
tude of the people of her native State and 
made her name famous among them . 
About dark on July 6,1881, a wind and 
rain-storm of unparalleled severity burst 
over Kate Shelley's home, in the country 
near Honey creek. The Des Moines river 
rose six feet, and every creek was over its 
banks in less than an hour. The window 
of this brave girl’s room commanded a 
view of the Honey creek railroad bridge. 
Peering out into the darkness she saw, by 
the aid of the vivid flashes of lightning 
which at frequent intervals illum inated the 
scene, that houses, barns, fences, lum ber 
and everything portable w ithin reach of 
the flood had been carried away, while the 
wind swept by with fearful and ever- 
increasing velocity, and the waters contin­ 
ued quickly and steadily to rise. 
Through" the blackness and storm she 
saw a locomotive headlight advancing 
swittly in fhe direction of the bridge, 
which the flood had borne away. A second 
later and the light suddenly dropped down 
out of sight, and through tLe roarir.gof the 
wind and the waters rendered it impossible 
for her to hear the frightful crash it m ust 
have made, she knew that a train of caiB 
had plunged into the abyss. 
Throwing an old waterproof about her 
shoulders and hastily lighting a lantern 
she ventured forth into the storm. 
The 
flood was far above all roads and pathways 
to the w ater’s edge, and she soon realized 
that it would be impossible to reach the 
wreck, She m ust try some other plan. 
A 
steep, rocky bluff led up to the track. She 
began to ascend it. W ith her clothes torn 
to rags and her flesh lacerated by the thick 
growth of bushes, she at last reached the 
rails. 
There was still a small portion of 
the bridge left. On her bands and knees 
she crawled out on the remaining ties to 
the last one, and holding on with one hand 
for her life, she leaned out over the water 
as far as she could, and waving her lan­ 
tern, cried ont at the top of her voice. 
From the black gulf Lelow there came in 
answer the faint accents of the engineer, 
who told her it was the freight train that 
had gone over, and that, though badly in ­ 
jured, he had saved him self from drown­ 
ing by crawling up on some broken tim ­ 
bers." H e believed that all the other train 
hands had perished, and advised her to 
proceed at once to the nearest station, warn 
the approaching express train of its danger, 
and return w ith help for him . 
Retracing her steps the young heroine 
was soon hastening along the track with 
all the speed she could m ake against the 
howling tempest toward Moingona, a small 
station about one m ile from Honey creek. 
To reach that point she had to cross the 
high trestle bridge over the Des Moines 
river, a distance of 500 feet. H er trem bling 
foot had scarcely taken its first step upon 
the structure when a sudden and appalling 
burst of thunder, lightning, wind and rain 
nearly threw her over into the water and 
at the sam e tim e extinguishing her light. 
Matches would have been powerless to re­ 
light it in such a hurricane, even if she had 
them , and she was now unable to see even 
a hand's length before her, except when a ’ 


-vivid flash of lightning revealed the raging 
waters beneath h e r or the dark ontlines of 
the swaying bridge to which she clnng. 
Throwing away her lantern this dauntless 
American girl dropped on her hands and 
knees, and thus made her way through the 
darkness and storm from tie to tie over the 
jierilous trestle. 
Reaching firm ground 
again she soon covered the short rem aining 
distance to the station, breathlessly told 
her story and then fell in a dead faint at 
the station agent's feet. 
Succor was hastily dispatched to the suf­ 
fering engineer at Honey <jreek. Telegrams 
went flying up and down the line notifying 
the railroad officials that the bridge was 
gone. Just one m inute after the brave girl 
had fainted, and while she still lay uncon­ 
scious, the express train came rushing in. 
When the passengers heard of the awful 
accident from which they had been saved 
by the indom itable courage of one fragile 
girl, loving hands took her up tenderly, 
chafed the torn and bleeding limbs, laved 
the pallid tace and soon called her back to 
life again. 
W hen the fame of brave Kate Shelley’s 
exploit spread throughout her native State, 
men and women of all classes united to do 
her honor. 
Several subscriptions were 
started for her benefit, and if money is ever 
an adequate recompense for such heroism 
she has been well rewarded for her brave 
conduct. 
The Legislature voted that a 
medal should be given her to commemo­ 
rate her daring act, and appointed a special 
comm ittee to present it.— Cor. Philadelphia 
Times. 


PREMATURE 
OLD AGE. 


Som e o f I ts C auses, am i How I t M ay lie 
A voided. 
T he following good advice is given by 
Dr. Benjam in W ard Richardson : The rules 
for the prevention of senile disease are all 
personal. They should begin in youth. It 
should be a rule among grown-up people 
never to subject children to m ental shocks 
and unnecessary griefs. 
W hen, in the sur­ 
rounding of the child-life, some very grave 
calam ity has occurred, it is best to make 
the event as light as possible to the child, 
and certainly to avoid thrilling it with 
sights and details which stir it to the ut­ 
most, and in the end only leave upon the 
m ind and heart incurable wounds and op­ 
pressions. Children should never be taken 
to funerals, nor to sights th at cause a sense 
•of fear and dread combined with great 
grief, nor to sights which call forth pain 
and agony in man or in the lower animals. 
To avoid prem ature old age in m ature 
life, the following are im portant points to 
rem em ber: 
Grief anticipates age. 
Dwelling on the 
inevitable past, forming vain hypotheses as 
to what m ight have been if this or that had 
or had not been, acquiring a craze for re­ 
countering w hat has occurred—these acts 
do more harm to future health and effort 
than many things connected with calamity. 
Occupation and new pursuits are the best 
preventives for m ental shock and bereave­ 
m ent. 
H ate anticipates age. 
H ate keeps the 
heart always at full tension. 
It gives rise 
to oppression of the brain and senses. 
It 
contuses the whole m an. 
It robs the 
stomach of nervous power, and, digestion 
being impaired, the failure of life begins at 
once. Those, therefore, who are born with 
this passion—and a good m any, I fear, 
are—should give it up. 
Jealousy anticipates age. The facial ex­ 
pression of jealousy is old age, in however 
young a face it m ay be cast. 
Jealousy 
preys upon and kills tLe heart. So, jealous 
men are not only unhappy, but broken­ 
hearted, and live short lives. 
I have never 
known a m an of jealous nature to live 
anything like a long life or a useful life. 
The prevention of jealousy is diversion of 
m ind toward useful and unselfish work. 
Unchastity anticipates age. 
Everything 
that interferes with unchasty favors vital 
deterioration, while the grosser departures 
from chastity, leading to specific and here­ 
ditary disease, are certain causes of organic 
degeneration and prem ature old age. Thus 
chastity is preventive of senile decay. 
Intem perance anticipates age. The more 
the social causes of mental and physical 
organic diseases are investigated, the more 
closely the origin of degenerative organic 
changes leading to prem ature deterioration 
and decay are questioned, the more closely 
does it come out that intemperance, often 
not suspected by the person him self who is 
implicated in it, so subtle is its influence.is 
at the root of the evil. 
W hen old age has really commenced, its 
m arch toward final decay is best delayed 
by attention to those rules of conservation 
by which life is sustained w ith the least 
friction and the least waste. 
The prim e rules for this purpose a re ; 
To subsist on light but nutritious diet, 
with m ilk as the standard diet, but varied 
according to season. 
To take food, in m oderate quantity, fout 
times in the day, including a light m eal be­ 
fore going to bed. 
To clothe warmly, but lightly, so that the 
body may, in all seasons, m aintain its 
equal temperature. 
To keep the body in fair exercise, and the 
m ind active and cheerful. 
To m aintain an interest in w hat is going 
on in the world, and to take part in reason­ 
able labors and pleasures, as though old 
age were not present. 
To take plenty of sleep during sleeping 
hours. To spend nine hours in bed, at the 
least, and to take care during cold weather 
that the tem perature of the bed-room is 
m aintained at 60° Fahrenheit. 
To avoid passion, excitement, luxury.— 
Scientific American.

HONOLULU. 


y o u r H undred P igs for Dinner — 
Laying T reasures at Princely 
F eet—N autical Sports. 


' Recobd-Unioh Correspondence.] 
H onolulu, November 22. 1886. 
On the loth of November you might have 
seen, had vou been here, crowds of people 
going from all parts of Oahu Honoluiu- 
ward— people in buggies, carts, or on 
horseback ; natives horseback or afoot, or 
in small steamers ; Chinamen occasionally 
on horseback, but generally shoes in hand, 
and their baegy pants blown tight around 
their pathetic legs. Everybody and the 
cook tried to get into the Capital to see the 
great “doings,” for it was the King’s jubilee 
birthday. 
You see, our monarch has arrived at the 
ripe age of 50 years old, and his loyal sub­ 
jects must needs laj’ out many ducats to 
help him enjoy himself. The Legislature 
appropriated $15,000 to assist in the glo­ 
rious event, and if the experience of similar 
past occasions is repeated, this sum will be 
trebled and passed in as bills as “ after­ 
thoughts ” to the next Legislature. Every­ 
body sent presents—as the Liberal press 
here 
sarcastically 
remarked — from 
a 
chicken to many shekels. Beef and pork 
were most general, for use at the grand 
feast, or 1 luau.” 
A dim idea of the number of these pres 
ent may be gleaned from the fact that the 
transportation cost of a pig on the coast 
3teauiers being one dollar, about four bun 
dred dollars were paid for the pigs brought 
from other islands to the city. Behold us 
then en route, but very uncomfortable from 
a slight drizzle which persistently lasted all 
day. 
AT THE I ELEBEATION. 
The morning of the 16th was ushered in 
by a number of salutes from the cannon 
oil the hill, p lay iD g of bands and the usual 
display ot bunting. The day’s exercises 
consisted of a grand reception, which com­ 
menced at 10 o'clock and ended at 5, ten 
dered to the King by representatives of the 
whole people, beginning, of course, with 
royalty and ending with the “ populace.’ 
How un-American everything 
here is, 
trom the gilt throne down to the “ popu­ 
la c e ! ” 
The paiace, which is inaccessible and 
ciosely guarded at all times, was this day 
thrown open. Delegations and societies, 
boards and officers took their places in the 
ong programme, and marched into the 
presence with their elegant presents to lay 
at the royal feet. There were all kinds of 
gifts—from an expensive rare feather cloak 
to a kukui scarf pin, and from thousands of 
dollars in gold within silver caskets to the 
modest 50 cent-piece, which dropped in the 
huge calabash placed there for the purpose, 
with an apologetic tinkle that it was so 
little. The feather cloak is a very extrava­ 
gant affair, when one remembers that the 
materials for making the same are feathers 
plucked from an almost extinct bird, only 
two of which feathers are found on a single 
bird. And the calabashes, gracious ! There 
were scores of them. 
What on earth will 
ever be done with them is a mystery. One 
novel feature was the individual calabash, 
on the same principle as individual salt oi 
butter dishes, which obviates the necessity 
lor the royal lingers to dip from the same 
dish as his commoner companions, and is 
withal tony to a degree. 
I did not count 
She number of elegant Bibles presented on 
velvet cushions, which loaded down the 
fables. It is to be hoped the lids of some 
of them may he occasionally turned over. 
The Honolulu Board of Health presented 
his Majesty with one thousand dollars in 
gold, in a handsome silver casket. 
What a 
ghastly suggestion of the money-making 
facilities in leprosy and such things the gift 
produced. 
In short, there were many 
thousands of dollars worth of gifts pre­ 
sented to his Majesty that day. The cala­ 
bashes, numerous as they were, were none 
of them worth perhaps 'less than ten dol 
lars, for they were made of hard or rare 
woods, and beautifully polished. 


THE KING’S GREETINGS. 
The erowd went in at the main entrance, 
ind were guided into the “ presence cham­ 
ber," bowing to their Majesties, and then 
poured out in a rapid stream from room to 
room of the palace, some even venturing 
30 far as the roof, then hurried out at the 
north entrance, and out, still on to the gate. 
I shall not now attempt any description of 
the palace or its grounds. 
That night was devoted to a grand dis­ 
play of tireworks. About the time the 
fireworks commenced, the rain set in also, 
and perhaps detained many at their homes. 
But a great crowd assembled at the public 
square in Iront of the palace, the most of 
ilie display being sent up from the roof of 
that building. 
It was understood that heavy expenses 
had been incurred, aud a great display was 
aniicipated. 
I was much disappointed, 
however. 
I have seen much liner fire­ 
works at my American home on the na­ 
tional holiday. 
There were plenty of 
rockets which shot shot far in the air and 
exploded in colored lights, and plenty of 
Roman candles. There were a few wheels 
and other pieces, but at the last the coat of 
arms, and then the portrait of the King, 
shot up and blazed with star-like radiance 
above the crowd below. 
I have certainly 
seen this surpassed; but perhaps the cost 
of transportation and the like make this 
in reality an expensive show. 
SPORTS ON AND IN WATER. 
The next day was devoted to boat-racing. 
The dock; were filled with gayly-decorated 
3hips, and small steamers with Hying colors 
flashed back and forth in the'bay. The 
yachts started off in fine style, and after 
they were well out at sea, with tbeprospect 
of being out there several hours, the boat- 
racing commenced, chiefly with whaling- 
boats; and a row of long, shell like race 
boats shot out afterwards witb rapid and 
graceful strokes. This racing club is called 
the King's, and seemed very expert. One 
thing was always noticeable : The craft 
which spun out vigorously, and distanced 
its fellows at the start, usually came back 
way in the rear, some steadier, apparently 
slower boat coming in on the home-stretch 
with powerful strokes. 
A swimming and a diving race were ap­ 
pendages to these, the swimming race, of 
800 yards, being wen by a man who swam 
it in four minutes. The diving race was 
won by the champion diver, who remained 
under water a minute and a half. 
The next day, Thursday, the I8th, the 
grand historical procession was to have 
taken place. 
Bat the drizzle had become 
a heavv, continuous, tropical rain. 
And 
rain it did! Coming down at last in 
stream s' 
No one could be seen on the 
streets but Chinamen indifferent to water, 
or a stray native woman with her clothes a 
la ballet. 
Thursday night it rained. Fri­ 
day it rained. Saturday, clouds and occa­ 
sional drizzles during the day, renewed 
liojie in the dampened ardor of the gen­ 
eral festivities, and the postponed his­ 
torical procession of Thursday came off. 
I must be forgiven if I seem to see things 
in a wrong light; but when one has lived, 
as it were, in the backwoods of the United 
States, where the Governor's salary amounts 
to $3,000 a year, and where the annual ex­ 
penses of the Territorial Government only 
amounts to about $200,000, and then at last 
emerges into a kingdom with royalty and 
crowns and palaces costing hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and where the yearly 
expenses leap up to over a million dollars, 
I say, under these conditions one naturally 
expect; grandeur and magnificence in af­ 
fairs of this sort. I will seek at least to be 
truthfui, and state things as they really 
were, and not in the semi-ridiculous light 
in which they appeared to me. 
HISTORICAL EXERCISES. 
In good time we entered the palace gates, 
and took a position with the gathering 
crowds which' lined the wide drive leading 
to the east entrance. At 10 o’clock, about, 
a very peculiar, even weird sound, smote 
the ear, as of a minor note, hollow and 
loud, from some savage instrument. As 
the procession came in sight, which was 
forming inside the palace, we found this 
proceeded from large shells, with the tips 
broken off. They were very ancient, and 
used bv the chiefs in dirges, and solemn or 
warlike occasions. There were two notes, 
or a chord of two notes, m a minor key, 


which was blown four times, then a very 
low bass note repeated the time and rhythm, 
it being passed from one to the other with 
unvarying monotony. This band of sbeil- 
blowers preceded a long procession of men 
and women, two women at the head, who 
chanted meles, or native songs. After them 
came men, two by two. followed by women, 
two by two. They were all dressed in 
white, with a tnree-cornered apron of yel­ 
low, silk perhaps, with a large star, or 
badge, worked in silver or gold tinsel there­ 
on. The women had loose flowing em­ 
broidered dresses and a sort of long plain 
yellow tissue overdress was drawn tightly 
around the upper half of the skirt. Nearly 
all of the men wore feather capes, which 
were 
supposed 
and 
said to be very 
rare and costly. But they looked like 
white chicken feathers dyed yellow and 
green, arranged in layers, the green ones 
forming semicircles around the back of 
th en eci. 
A huge feather brush, hollow 
and made of white feathers oh wires, was 
borne aloft by a woman, these people being 
all natives. 
This part of the procession 
ended by a company of. boys dressed in 
white and yellow uniforms. 
After they had gone around the palace 
twice, they proceeded up tbe grand en­ 
trance, the two women and two old men 
behind them still 


CHANTING NATIVE SONGS, 
Which I strongly suspect had been 
ar­ 
ranged fir 
them, for 
the four voices, 
although 
each always remaining on the 
one 
note, formed a harmonious minor 
chord, very pleasing and odd. This was 
followed by the flourish of trumpets ont- 
sidejthe walls, and the other half of the 
procession entered the gates headed by 
the royal band. 
Behind the band there 
were a number, perhaps eight or ten, long 
boats arranged two together on a long 
coupled wagon anil drawn by horses. 
In the first of these were natives, with 
paddles or fishing lines, and at first sight 
supposed to be nude ; but closer inspection 
proved them to be attired in variously- 
made, ill-fitting garments of brown stuff. 
The man in the stern had a long pole and 
line, with a huge fish tied to the string, 
which he alternately slung out and drew 
in, as though fishing. Another man flung 
handfuls of rice, or something of that sort, 
out upon the suppositional waters to quiet 
the very suppositional goddess of the 
waves. 
Men appareled in brown, and 
topped with red paste-board crowns or 
rude cloth helmets, or leaves arranged as 
helmets, broke the monotony of boats. 
One boat, small and light contained a man 
and woman in a sort of long rush and 
weed cloak, the woman having a wig of 
dark brown hair thrown over her face in 
what would have been fierce style did not 
the hair part in tbe back and disclose a 
man’s short-cropped black head. Another 
huge wagon contained two large and three 
small 
dancing 
girls, with two 
men 
in 
the back 
who 
beat 
with 
their 
hands on ancient drums made from the 
skin of the shark and cocoanut wood. The 
girls were very modestly clothed in full 
yellow native kapa shirts which reached to 
the knees. Their hair was tightly curled 
in a very Christian style, but their ankles 
were clasped in ancient anklets of feathers. 
The wind was perhaps too free with their 
frail skirts, and betrayed the secret of their 
unrobed, dusky limbs. They did not hula 
in the low native genuine style, but the 
outstretched, graceful arms and regular 
step were quite attractive to the eyes of the 
crowd. The last boat contained a set of 


YOUNG ENGLISH-DRESSED TABS. 
With two native ladies in yellow jerseys 
and white shirts, aud a vast quantity of 
white stuff arranged, as hair flowing from 
the top of the head far out behind them. 
They each bore aloft white poles with a 
gold knob, and as a coat of arms could be 
discerned near them, where they sat in the 
front of the wagon, one was left to imagine 
they were perhaps intended to represent 
England and Hawaii in some sort of mys­ 
tical juxtaposition. 
This procession slowly moved around 
the palace, the rear being brought up with 
tbe reformatory band, as it is called, being 
composed of boys from the Reformatory 
School. A hard-looking lot they were, too. 
But they played quite creditably. The first 
half of the procession did not emerge 
again from the palace, and after some time 
the latter half marched through the streets, 
followed largely by small boys. 
No one 
else seemed to pay much attention to the 
affair, it hardly creating as much excite­ 
ment on the streets as a good-sized circus 
does at home. 
Saturday afternoon it again started to 
rain, and it did not stop all night. Sunday 
it was still monotonously wet, and again 
to-day the heavens are pouring out their 
Moods over this whole island. 
FESTIVITIES BADLY DAMAGED. 
The other side of Oahu is almost inun­ 
dated, roads washed out, bridges gone, and 
Laie itself (my home) down on the bottoms 
near the shore is one vast lake, the houses 
being reached by boats. 
How far this dam­ 
age may really have extended I do not yet 
know, but we have heard enuugli to make 
the homeward journey a dread, and yet 
the weeks stay here, shut up alhiost con­ 
tinuously indoors, and 
seeing nothing, 
hearing nothing but the drip of the rain, 
and a neighbor’s parrot singing outrageous 
tunes, laughing and screaming in Spanish, 
is decidedly tiresome. 
The festivities were to have extended 
over a period of two weeks, including a 
grand ball, a grander feast, etc.; and when 
one meets with the numbers of natives, 
who came here free in a small coast steamer 
with the erroneous impression that they 
could get back as they came, and now 
wandering around, without money a id 
without horses, and only the impassable 
roads and their own lazy legs as vehicles 
between them and their distant homes, it 
seems that Kings' birthdays are not all 
pleasure, and his loyal populace must often 
suffer for his dear sake.
